The moſt aflured means and 
methods to ruine and pull 
down the vaſt Monarchy 
of the Ortoman Princes.

H E Turkiſh Empire 1s vulgarly 
called, the Empire of the Otrc- 
| mans, from © Ottoman 
the firſt Frinc#of the Family * Or Otho- 
now reigning, moſt of whoſe pl s : Joſt 
Succefſors did ſeverally en- ;1o uk. o 
Y the Turks: 


large their Dominions, and 
B | by 
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by their Conqueſts added thereto, ſome 
of them entire Kingdims, and the reſt, 
great and rich Provinces. Whereby they 
have made themſelves Sovereign Lords of 
part of Europe, of Aſia, and many great 
portions of Africa. 

The Grand Seignior's Empire borders 
ven the Republick of Venice towards 
Sclavonia, and that of Raguza, ſituate 
upon the ſhoar of the Adriatick Sea. This 
latter Repblick is their Tributary , and 
can preſerve it felf no longer than it ſhall 
pleate the Grand Seignior ; for beſides 
that the City is not ſtrong of it ſelf, its 
ſituation 1s very diſadvantageous, being 
built atthe foot ofa great Mountain, from 
whoſe top they may by rolling down of 
huge ſtones overwhelm them, and ſoon 
become their abſolute Lords and Maſters. 
Within a quarter of a league of Raguz, 
there is a Port, Or Harbor, named Santa 


Cruz, of a wonderfull capacity, wherein ' 


a numerous fleet may winter with much 

ſafety. | 
If the prudence and policy of this 
Prince were as great as his pawer and 
ftrength, he might long ſirf8e have over- 
come this Republick, and have made uſe of 
the ſaid Harbor for forty os fifty of his Gal- 
lies to lie always 1n a readineſs there, by 
which 
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which means ſcarce a Ship could go out 
or into the Adriatick Sea without being 
taken. 

The whole Coaſt of Pagl:a might very 
eaſily be ruined by the deſcents they 
might make, the diſtance from Raguzz 
to Puglia being ſo little, that one may 
ealily ſee from one ſhoar to the other. 

Alſo the Kepublick of Venice, though 
great by Sea, and who get moſt of their 
riches by Trade and Navigation, muſt 
ſoon have declined, and could not but 
under the favour and protection of a pow- 
erfull Fleer have ſent any forces to de- 
| {fend ſeveral of their Iflands and places of 
- importance ; as Corfu, Zant and Cephe- 
loma. 
| They are Neighbours to Zara, a Cit 
lying in Dalmatia : Zara is on the Adri- 
atick Sea-coaſ# very far up within the 
ulf towards Sclawvonia, near to Friuli 
nd a Fort called Palma, which the 

Venetians erected ſeveral years ſince, to 
- under their frequent incurſions. 
4 | They are likewiſe Nejghbours to the

{rch-Dukeof Grats, a Prince of the Houſe 
df Auſtria, and to the Kingdom of Bohe- 
1. $a. They are Sovereigns of the greatelt 
part of the Upper and Lower Hungary, 
nd of many Cities not far from Vien- 
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7a, gained by force of Arms. 

The Princes of Valachia, Bogdania and 
Tranſilvania are their Tributarics, whom 
they change whenever they plcaſe : Bog- 
aania joyns to Poland on one part. 

If we take our ſurvey along the coaſt 
of the Black Sea on the European ſide nigh 
Caffa, they contine upon the Prizce of 
Tartary, This Nation they make uſe of 
as the French Kings do of the Ss. 

On the other ſide of the B/ack Sea which 
waſhes 4/ia,they border upon the Coun- 
try of the Prince of Maingrelia, and are 
alſo Neighbours to the Prince of Georgia, 
both the one and the other are their 'Fri- 
butaries. Georgia lies near the Kingdom 
of Perſia , with whom he confines; as 


likewiſe does the Grand Seignor 1 many} 


places. 

The Tark and Perſian are frequently 
in debate, and at war, as well by reaſon 
of their Vicinity which creates frequent 
occaſions of quarre], as out of the emula- 
tion and jealouſie each Prince hath of his 
own grandeur ; beſides the contrariety in 
Religion , the Turks calling the Per/ians 
Hereticks, and the Per/ians eſteeming 
them ſo too, and yet both of them hold 
Hahomet tor a Prophet and the Meſſenger 
of God, not dittering in their Belief, but 

n 
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in Ceremonies, and the waſhings they 
are to obierve when they prTeyare them- 
ſelves for their De\ OrIONs. 

In Ezypt along the Nze the Turk con- 
fines with Pre/er- Fobn, a 15 Lord alſo 
of Ara917 Felts, of AMeccha and Metlina 8 
places of their greateſt Devotions ; Mz: 
homet being born at AMecc, 7, and buried

Along the Coatt of Africa, he hath the 


Ris: '”/ n;s Of 1 pes Raroary, Tuz's and 
Algizr, and = ns upen the countries of 
Fez and Maroc, who pay him homage 


and ſub{flt in "lier domintons only be- 
cauſe they are of the ſame belief with him. 
I ſhall nor ſpeak here of the great number 
of Vice-Roys which are under his com- 
mand, nor of the innumerable Prowinces 
he ho! ds, my deſign being only to repre- 
ſent in tew words the grandeur of this 
Empire, and the ways to overthrow It. 
If we ſurvey what he holds in Eurepe, 
and alto compute from Raguz.a or Bel- 
grade, a City upon the D.: anube, to Arabia 
Felix, hardly can a horieman travelling 
ten or twelve leagues a Gay, ride from 
one end to the other in three months 
time, and inall that vaſt extent of Land, 
B 3 there 
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there is no other Prince that hath any 
territory or command, he teing the abſo- 
lute Lord of all. 

The Ottoman Princes are wont ſo ſoon 
as they make themſelves Maſters of any 
Kingdom or Province to obſerve one me- 
thod, which 1s to ſeize on allthe Demeſns 
of the Vanquiſhd Prince, all that belongs 
to the Church, or to thoſe that die in 
battel, or thoſe who by flight make a 
ſhift to eſcape the ſtorm. 

As for thoſe People who are content to 
remain in ſubjecion to their Laws and 


- Cuſtoms they leave to all ſuch the polle(- 


fion of their Efares , and the exerciſe of 
their Re/:gion, eſtabliſhing according to 
the extent and riches or firenzth of the 
Countrey fo conquered, either Yice-Roys, 
or Governors of ſuch Provinces, together 
with 7«dges to adminiſter Fuffice. Theſe 
E.itates thus taken are ſhared amongſt a 
certain number of Souldiers ſufficient to 
guard and prelerve their Conqueſts ; 
they likewiſe beſtuw ſomewhat upon their 
Eccleſiajticks , bur no more than is nece{- 
ſary for their teeaing and cloathing. 
We muſt obſerve that the Grand Seiz- 
nior hath three ſorts of Treaſu- 
Firſt, ries ; The firſt is managed by 
the Treaſurers of his Port, who 
are. 
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are three in number, to whom all others 
within the Dominions of his Emp:re ought 
to,give an account of their adminiſtratt- 
on; the expences of thoſe Provinces where 
they are employed being deducted, rhey 
ſend the ſurplus of the revenue to the 
ſaid Trea/urers of the Port, who pay ofi 
the Souldiery every three months , as 
well as all other -the expences of the 
Grand Seignizr's houſehold, or whatever 
eſe belongs to the State or Go- 
vernmnt; the overplus (which Seccn, 
makes another Treaſury ,) is 
left under the ke2ping of an Eunuch 
whom they call Ajc:aar Baſchy, and is 
one of the three principal Zuzuchs who 
are near the perſon of the Grand Seigmor, ' 
and who never ſtir out of rhe Serag1;o, or 
Palace, unleſs to attend and follow their 
Maſter. "The ſums of Moneys which are 
' put into the cuſtody of this Eunuch, re- 
main in Caſh ſtill and are never employ- 
ed unleſs the moſt urgent atiairs require 
Ir, and then oftentimes the Trea/urers of 
the Port are fain to oblige themſelves to 
make it up again with moneys from a- 
broad. 

The third Treaſury, is that 
of the Church, which is very Third, 
great for the following reaſons: 
B 4. . The 
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The Turkiſh Empire, as I have faid b+- 
fore, 1s wonderfully large ; the devotion 
of that people 13 great; it is true they 
have not amongſt them either Biſhopricks 
or Abveys , they have onely very ſump- 
tuous Temples which ferve them for Pa- 
riſhes, "The Ottoman Emperors, their Fa- 
ſbaws, their principal Offcers, and an 1n- 
finite number of other devout peop:e, 
have founded and given much of their 
wealth to theſe Temples, (which we will 
from henceforward call Pariſhes) which 
are worth an hundred or fix ſcore thou- 
rand Crowns yearly revenue; thoſe that 
ſerve 1n them are few in number, and 
their allowance fo moderate, that they. 
mult make hard ſhiſt to live thereon, 10 
that there 1s much money remaining , 
which is pur into the treaſury of the 
Church, whereoti the Grand Seirnior 18 the 
principal Guardian : yet cannot he make 
uſe of it, but when urgent occaſions of 
State, and the maintcnance of their Faith 
makes it necellary, unleſs he will offend 
lis Conſcience, and violate the Laws of 

the Empure. A 
The Revenues of the Grand Seignior 
are very vaſt, ariſing as well from the or- 
dinary duties paid by the common people, 
as thoſe contingent ſums rhat are. broughr 
\ INTO: 
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into his Ceffers : he is heir to all his Soul- 
diers and to,every one that receives pay 
from him, if they die without Children ; 
but if they leave Daughters he takes bur 
rwo thirds of the inheritance and ſucceſſi- 
on of the deceaſed, holding the place of 
Son. 

As there comes frequent complaints 
againſt ſuch as are in eminent Offices and 
employments of truſt, that they may 
have pretence to fleece them and get 
their Eſtates , they ſoon conclude them 
guilty, and ſeize upon all they have to 
apply it to the uſe and benefit of the Grand 
Sergnior. "Fhis injuſtice and cruelty is of 
dangerous conſequence; as is that likewiſe 


of apzropriating the revenues of theit- 


Temples to their own private advantage. 
To reſunie what 1 was ſaying of the. 
methods they purſue when they have. 
conquer'd any Kingdom or Province; after ' 
they have given to their Temples, and to 
thoſe thar ferve in them what they ihink 
to be neceflary, and alſo toſuch numbers 
of Souldiers deſigned for the guard of 
their new Conqueſts, they apply one part 
of it to the maintenance of the V:ce-Roy 
or Governor : they do the ſame for $als- 
ries to the 7udges, and other Officers, all 
which is diſtribured by the Treaſurer of 
B:5 + the

the Province, who is accountable for the 
ſame, and who ought every three months 
to bring the remainder into the Grand 
Seignior's Coffers, upon pein of corporal 
puniſhment and confiſcation of his Goods. 
Speaking of the Kingdom of Thunis, 1 
had forgot to mention with what facility 
the. Grand Seignior might infeſt, yea ruine 
the. Kingdom of Sicilia, and by the fre- 
quent cruifings of his Gallzys moleſt the 
coaſts of Calabria, ſince hard by Thunis 
there is a Gulf which beats at the feet of 
the ruines of Goletta and the Cape of Car- 
thage, ab'e at all ſeaſons to contain a na- 
val force : Near the ſaid Gu!f there is a 
very ſaie and a very capacious Harbor, 
named Porto Farmo, diſtant from the faid 
Kingdom of Sicilia not above fourſcorc 
miles, and therefore may be fuiled over 
in a very ſhort time. Should the. Zark, 
powerfull as he is, keep always a. good 
number of Ga/leysin readineſs in the atore- 
aid Gulf of Thunis, or the above-named 
Porto Farmo, they.. might ſoon be upon 
rhe $:ci/1az ſhoar, keep them in perperu- 
al alarms, which would ruine the trade 
of all ſuch as ſail upon the coaſt ; hinder 
the Sardinians in their traffick, whilſt the 
. Iſlands of Malta, Corſica, Majorca, and 
/Amorca, would be liable tothe ſame tron: 
ble and inconyenicncies. Bute 
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But the ambition of the Orroman Prin” 
SF ces, and the inveterate hatred they bear 
af againſt the Perſians, having cut them out 
all fo much work on that fide, they have 
S.8 neglected the opportunities they had to 
If doe theſe and other miſchiefs to the Eu- 
YE ropean Princes ; beſides that their Religion 
es obliges them to believe that there is more 
ej merit in killing one Perſian Heretick in 
wg war, than if they flew threeſcore and ten 
15 Chriſtians , fo that their great zeal and 
off rage carries them more that way. And 
7r-$ this is that which hath in ſome meaſure - 
ay ſecured the Peace of Europe , which ne- 
af vertheleſs hath but too-many times felt 
or, the weight and force of this too potent 
1d Monarchy. | 
IC In the year 1593. the Treaties of Peace 
ery made between the Emperour Rodulphzrs 
kf and the Grand Seignior Amurath, about 
lj the intereſt of the Kingdom of Hungary, 
'e-S (wherein both of them had ſhares) were 
ed broken, and they fell our, and that Agree- 
ng ment was converted into a dangerous 
u-F and bloody war ; the event proved pre-: 
def} judicial to Chriſtendoz, and ſhamefull to 
er the ſaid Emperour, by the ſignal loſs of a 
nel Battel , the City , Caſtle and: Province of 
Agria; it was terrible and bloody for the 
Yaſt numbers of Chriſtians ſlain upon the 
W Jlace 
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place, or taken and carried away captive: 


by the common enemies of our Faith : 
It was in Ano 1596 that this diſaſter 
hapned. 

We muſt obſerve that this War cont 
menced during the reign of Amurath, 
and.ended in-the reign of Mahomer his 
Sen. who had the reputation and honour 
of being. at the head of his Army when 
this. Victory, was gained ; but he did not 
make. uſe of all that advantage which for- 
tune had pur into his hands ; for inſtead 
of wintering and putting part of his Army 
intothe Cities under his command, which 
are numerous on that- frontier, he retur- 
ned to Cen/tantineple, and. loſt the oppor- 
tunity of making himſelf aſluredly Lord 
and Maſter of Vienna, and of all Hungary; 
which gave the Emperour leifure and 
n.cans to prevent his utter ruine. 

In thoſe times the intereſt of rhe Po- 
landers made them begin to beſtir 
themſelves, and they were making ready 
to joyn their forces with the Emperour's, 
foreſeeing and apprehending that after 
the loſs and ruine of Hungary, they muſt 
needs: fall roo ; yer, notwithſtanding this 
their fcars .of the power of the Prince of 
Tartary their neighbour,and ſome other ob- 

ſtacles mentioned elſewhere then obſtruct- 
ed their deſign, . FE efore - 
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Pefore I propoſe. the certain means 
whereby the Chriſtian Princes may Tuine 
this great Monarchy, I ſhall ſpeak: ſome- 
what of its dreadfull force and ſtrength, 
thar ſo ſuch as ſhall take the pains to 
reade this brief Diſcourſs may know , 
what great power they have, and what 
forces they can bring together to trouble 
and moleſt Europe, and by conſequence 
what care ought ro be taken to hinder 
the diſinal effects. Now we ought not to 
ler them know their own advantages any 
longer, but prevent and attaque them 
betimes, which cannot be-without a Ge- 
neral unicn of the Christian forces : but be-. 
fore I diſcover the methods they ought 
to take, it will be neceſlary , (as I ſaid: 
above) to repreſent what the power of. 
the Turk is, as well by Sea as by Land, 
that it may be- apparent they are not : 
eaſie ro be beaten, or overcome, but by: 
the way preſcribed. 

This Empire hath under its command 
hve and forty Vice- Roys, as well in Europe, 
as Aſia and Africa, the names and tities 
of them in the Turkiſh tongue are not un-: 
derſtood by the Earopesn Chriſtians, (un- 
leſs by ſuch as live under their ſubjeftion) 
which is the reaſon why I ſhall not par- 
ticularly . nominats them, but refer _ 

ie 
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ſelf to the capitulations between our 
Kings and the Grand Seignior , ( which 
were not long ſince tranſlated and ampli-J g 
hed) under the reigns of Amurath, Ma-fj r 
homet, &c. Who had ſo much vanity, that} a 
in order to make known their grandeur 

and power they cauſed them all to be} ( 
named and inſerted in thoſe agreements. | 1 

There are in this number of five and Þ £ 
forty Vice-Roys two of them that have} 
each his five and twenty Provinces under || | 
his command, andin every Province they 
have a Governeur whom they entitle San- 
jacbey, as much as to ſay Lord of the Stan» 
dard , or Banner , nay ſome of them, 
whom I ſhall only name, as the YVice-Roy 
of Greece, hath ſeven and twenty Prowin- 
ces ; the Vice-Roy of Buda eighteen, the 
; Vice-Rey of Natolia ſeventeen , the Vice- 
if Roy of Arzeron (ſeventeen , the Vice-Roy 
of Babylon twenty four, the Vice-Roy of 
Ba/eras twenty one, the Vice-Roy of Diar- 
bekir nineteen, the Vice-Roy of Grand Cairo 
in Egypt more than the above named ; 
but not to be too tedious, I ſhall omir to 
mention the reſt. 

The Forces of all theſe Provinces as 
well of Foot as Horſemen , wirhout in- 
cluding thoſe that ought to ſerve at Sea, 
1 are very formidable : the number. of * 
142 | | . them | 
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them is above eight hundred thouſand 
men, 'tis true they are not ſo brave and 
generous as they have formerly been, by 
reaſon of the Yenality that hath crept in 
amongſt them. | 

During the reign of Sultan Amurath, 
(a covetous Prince) he began to receive 
great Preſents from thoſe to whom he 
gave conſiderable Commands; this autho« 
rized the Baſ/a's to doe the like on their 
parts, which diforder does ſtill continue 
if not increaſe amongſt them, ſo that e- 
very thing is ſold to any perſon that bids 
higheſt, even to the meaneſt and moſt 
ſerviie employments. Now we. muſt 
conſider that thoſe that have them may 
not hold them above a year or two, and 
having dearly bought the ſhort Iiv'd pur- 
chaſe, they lay moſt intolerable burthens 
upon the people to re-mburſe them- 
ſelves. 

The beginning of this diſorder is attri- 
buted to Su/tar Solyman, who tenderly 
loving his Siſters and Daughters, inſtead 
of marrying them, according to the cu- 
ſtome of other Emperours his Predeceſllors, 
to the Governors of Provinces far diſtant 
from his Port, would needs beſtow them 
on his Baſ/e's reſiding near him, that he 
might the oftner and more Am 
co 
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{te them. The expences of theſe Prin 
ceſſes being very great, being entertained 
within the Court of the Emperour their 
own Father or Brether, and their Hu! 
bands not having ſufficient Eſtates to def}. © 
fray-the charges, they began underhand}}”®: 
to take bribes either in Mozey or Fewals$*"*

commonly attending on the Governour Ng 
the Proviace; which reiidence enab'qPal: 
them to take care of the'r people, anpre 
hindred paſſengers and firangers froingr\ 
buſing them , and kept them ever in 
readineſs with their Arms and Horſes t 
march where they ſhou!'d be commandel 
Now fſmce they are beſtowed upnn fo 
domeſtick ſervants or flaves belongi 
to ſome Grandee, they do not on!y, ni 
reſide upon the place, but when the 
vernours of Provinces receive a comma 
to appear according to order, they cal 
not bring thoſe numbess of men, as th 
were formerly wont to dog, before th 
diſorder happen'd amongſt them, becauſ 
thoſe that now beg them for their S 
vants, will needs take the benefit of thi 
revenues, and not be obliged to doe tl 
ſervice enioyned them. "This is the re 
ſon why ſuch Governour of a Province wl 
was in times paſt wont to bring in five 
fix thouſand men to any place apPoing : 
arc 
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ueghardly at preſent is able to produce half 
anfebat number, and even theſe are but of 
e@be meaneſt and ſlighteſt ſort of people. 
reÞ his diſorder 1s not only in the Command- 
vi) 5, ut amongſt the Souldiery who are 
paid monthly , for the Grandees of this 
reſEmpire, to exempt themſelves from pay- 
z their ſervants any wages, make them 
paſs muſter amongſt the reſt ; and the 
Sreat miſchief of it is, that when any 
ervice 1s to be done, then are they not 
o be found to doe their duty. 

The ſale of Offices and Governments i!1 
e Turkiſh Empire hath diminiſhed the 
ftections of thoſe that polieſs them, they 
wing No thanks or obligation bur to their 
wn purſes, and minding only , when 
ey are once ſettled, how to reimburſe 
emſelves of the moneys fo laid out , 
hich they are often forced to rakeup at 
Treat intereſt, and not content to recover 
nly their purchaſe money , they alfo 
rovide a fund for ſome new bargain 
hen they muſt leave the employment 
 eiſÞey are poſſeſſed of : wherefore if there 
 thiJe any rich Merchant within the limits 
ref their Government, they cauſe him to 
while accuſed (falſly moſt times) of treaſon 
e @ainſt the perſon of the Prince, or a- 
inſt the State, under which pretence: 
rd they 
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they put him to death , and then fiex 
upon all his goods. Bar often times Go 
ſuffers them to be molt ſeverely chaſtife 
for their impiety and injuſtice, upon th 
complaint of the people for their mak 
adminiſtration, or rather by ſuch asen 

them and deſire to be in their place 
who hire witneſſes to depoſe or exclain 
againit them ; whereby they are diſpl 
ced , if not worſe handled, and the 
whole eſtate confiſcate to the uſe of t 

Grand Seignior. Some of them are putt 
death , others eſcape with the los « 
goods only, and perhaps are a while z 
ter reſtored-again to their commands, a 

then they are doubly diligent to feathe 
their ' neſts anew. Thus are the peopl 
of this Menarchy opprelied on all hand 
above meaſure. 

The Pzſhaws or Baſſas have no bette 
fortune than the Vice-Roys and Gowvernc 
of Provinces, the higher they are raiſe 
and in credit, the nearer do they a 
proach to their ruins. During the tim 
that I ſerved the King as his .4mbaſſad 
at the Grand Seignior s Port, I have obfe 
ved ſuch great and frequent change 
thar I cannot imagine where his Hig hn 
could find even amongſt his ſlaves an 
one that would accept of, or advencul 
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Ito be raiſed to the higheſt dignity of his 


Empire ; that Prince obſerving no other 
rule of Fuſtice to put a Baſ/a to death, 
or any other Officer, but an ill opinion or 
ſuſpicion of their infidelity, and ſome 
diſorder he fanſied in his affairs ; which 
jealouſies are moſt commonly ſuggeſted 


ſto him by the whiſperings of ſome pri- 
J vate enemy. 


' Allthe form of Juſtice obſerved in put- 
ting ſuch perſons to death, as have been 
raiſed to the ſupremeſt dignities of the 
Empire, 1s, that the Grand Seignior makes 


J a demand in writing of the High Prieſt of 


their Law, whom they call Mufry, what 
puniſhment that ſlave or ſubject deſerves 
who commits felony againſt his Price 
and his Empire, enumerating all the rea- 
ſons of his ſuſpicions and diſcontents , 
which he puts down for truths. Now 
as the queſtion preſi1ppoſes the certainty 
of. the tact, the Mufry ever concludes it 
to be death, and thus without any form 
of proceſs the Grand Seignior ſends them 
away. to be ſtrangled, they having onely 
a very ſhort time allowed them to ſay 
their prayers. Immediately after the 
Fuſtice appears, who takes an Inventory 
of the dead man's goods, as guilty of high 
Treaſon, and all the filver and —— 
u 
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ſtuff, horſes or jewels, are applied to thy 
benefit of the Imperial Treaſury ; as a Willy 
likewiſe the remainders of his Eſtate, eaſt,” 
cepting only what the party ſhould hav. 
enjoy'd during his life, by his Prince 
conſent, which goes to his Children, and 
afterwards to his Childrens Children, and 
in defaulr of ſuch to the Church : and 
this is all the remedy they can find to fe. 
cure ſomewhat to their poſterity. InJ? 
my time the late Sulran Amurarh ſatisfied, . 
himſelf with their ſpoils, and did not p 
them to death : his Son Su/ra» Mahometf.. 
was more cruel; for he never deprived 
any one of his dignity, without taking 
away his life at the ſame time. This ty-Eþ 
rannical cuſtome pleaſes the common peof 
ple, who delight in blood, and applaud 
the Prince for ſuch his proceedings; how: 
cver the jconſequence is dangerous ; for 
thoſe that have the great and eminent 
Commands, and find themſelves ever in 
danger of their lives, would eaſily be 
rempted to take part with others, if oc- fy. 
caſion preſented , beſides that moſt of 
thoſe who are raiſed to the ſupremeſt dig- 
nity are tribute children. 

Since I have begun to make mention. 
of the diforders that are in their Govern- 
ment, 1 ſhall here take notice of one no 
leſs 
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es conſiderable than the above named. 
Moſt part of their Souldiery, and eſpeci- 
ly the body of the Tanizaries, who are 
bout the number of forty thouſand men, 
"S's Light-horſe called Spahis-Oglam-ler , 
"Fre likewiſe compoſed of hive and twenty 
. houſand, whom they call Legionartes ; 
VSheſe ought to be, according to ancient 
ſome, Tribute-children , and are de- 
*Sened to ſerve the Prince in war, The 
n ventlemen of his Chamber, who are named 
Wontaferagas, the Servants whom they 
all Chechenigirler , thoſe that have the 
J ceping and care of all their Arms, whom 
"Fey name Gebeg:ler, the Gunners called 
oupchiler, and a world of other Officers 
ff bis houſehold, who exceed thenumber 
f forty thouſand, ought likewiſe to be of 
he ſame ſort. But fince the corruption 
f money and rhe cuſtome of bribery, 
nd buying and ſelling of places is grown 
) rife in this Empire, and particular per- 
Ons have rather ſtudied their own inte- 
eſt than the ſervice of their Sovereign, 
he-Szate is ſick and in danger of falling : 
Fheſe levies are made every fifth year, 
the tribute of the people, and that 
rough all the Provinces of Greece, and 
enerally in every Countrey under their 
ommand , by Comm/jaries deputed for 
that 


wy 
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that purpoſe out of the Body of thex 
foreſaid fanizaries, Now, whereas 1n; 
Village containing a hundred or fix ſcore 
Fires, or more ora leſs number of Chriſt 
ans, there may be found, perhaps eigh 
or ten Turks inhabiting amongſt then 

whoſe Children being bred and conver 
ſingdailywith the others of the like Ag 
lo-learg their Language and Cuſtoms, th: 
Fathegs. willing their Children ſhould þ 
_ t&hoſen and taken by the Commiſſaries, i 
ſtead of thoſe of the Chri/t:;ans which ar 
to be raiſed as tribute, give them up glad 
ly, in hopes they may hereafter attain tt 
honour and greatneſs : (for by theſe wa) 
Itis they come to be made Baſſas, tocon 
mand Armies, and to marry the Siſters ot 
Daughters of their Prince) and therefor: 
often give a good piece of Money to thok 
Commiſ/jaries, and give their Infant Tur 
ſome Chriſttan name to make it paſs rh 
better ; and thus are they often admitte( 
and brought to the Grand Seignior's Port 
as Tribute Children, where they art 
carefully bred in certain places allotte 
for that purpoſe, whence they cannc 
go forth, being guarded by Eunuchs (4 
their Wives alſo are) they have Tuto 
who teach them their Belief, their Law 
their Cuſtoms, and eſpecially the Obed 
end 
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ence they ought to pay to their Superi- 
ours, With other exerciſes according tro 
their ſeveral. inclinations. They abide 
here ſeven years thus ſhut up, that they 
may be thoroughly inſtructed ; ſuch as 


are found to be judicious, and havea ſoul 


inclined to vertue and goodnels, the chigt 
Overſeer , ( who is always an Emwnuch ) 
gives an account of them to the Cater 
of the Grand Stignior's Palace, V 


who bs ny- 
med Capi Aga, to make his report ; and 
thus they are brought nearer to his pe» 
ſon, and educated with more care. 'The 
Turkijh Children who are admitted, and 
paſs for the Sons of Chriſt:ans, although 
very young when they leave their Pa- 
rents, yet when they grow up to be Men, 
and are entred into the Grand Seignior's 
Militia, or placed in ſome other conditi- 
on, remembring their Fathers and Mo- 
thers, their blood and the place of their 
nativity invites them to return thicher to 
ſe them. By whoſe complaints they come 


g to the knowledge of all the diforders in 


the Government , and the tyrannical op-' 
preſſions they groan under , and are 
thereby prompted to delign a revenge, 
and when afterwards they meet 1n a 


Body , upon the firſt occaſion that of- 


ters, they murmur , they complain ,

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and call to have the State reformed 

I may truly fay, that in my time dy 
ring the War in Hungary, I have ſeen the 
Fanizaries and Spahies in a body,' mard 
into the Grand | Seignior's Palace, for 
him to give them audience in publick,ant 
after. they had made known their con 


Plains, concerning the il] Governme 
Milinanagement of affairs, have obli 
| in their preſence torake off th 


Meads of 'his moſt mtimate Favorites, : 
the Authors of all their Grievances. 

Had not the Children of natural 7url 
been received amongſt other of their 
bute Youths, luch diſorders would neve 
have hapned ; for thoſe of the Chriſti 
race when once bred and educated in tt 
Mahometan Faith, abhor their Relation 
have no value or reſpect for them, a 
own noother Protector or Father butt! 
Grand Seignior alone, know no paſſic 
but his, and call themſelves the Slaves! 
God, being commonly ſtrict obſervers 
the Mahometan Faith, and utter Enem 
of the Chriſtian. "This very thing is a mo 
certain token of the decay of the Yon 
chy,it is true we muſt lend a helping ha 
towards the pulling of it quite down, th 
we may reap both the advantage al 
glory of ſo brave an enterprize. 1

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This Empire will be able for a long. 
time without a miracle to reſiſt both by 


Sea and Land the forces that ſhall con- 


ſpire its ruine, unleſs they be ſuch as I 
have computed they ought to be in the 
following part of this Diſcourſe. 

For beſides the great numbers of the 
Militia, who live under their command, 
and who are in pay, as well in times of 
Peace as War, all others able to bear 
Arms are obliged to oppoſe the enemies 
of their Faith to the laſt drop of their 
blood.; but when it is upon account on- 
ly of an. offenſive war, or deſign of far- 
ther conqueſt, then only thoſe are oblis 
ged to march that are under pay, they 
call that general obligation , Nefirhar. 
There is no Prince in Europe, nor in any 
other part of the world within our know- 
ledge, that hath better conveniencies to 
make himſelf ſtrong at Sea , than this 
ſame; he is Lord of the Black-Sea beyond 
Trebizond, the Countrey thereabouts be- 
ing wonderfully populous, and wealthy, 
and infinite Forefis, the Villages and Pa- 
riſhes being obliged ſome to cut down 
the Woods for the building of Gallies, 
others to ſaw, and hew it, beſides .peop'e 
appointed to make Nails, Ropes, .Sai's ; 
then have they Ship-wrights rhat com- 
C2 pleaT 
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pleat them, together with all other the 
. ſeveral workmen requiſite, and in num- 
bers ſufficient, and all rhis withour dif- 
burſing one penny. Theſe people are 
bound to perform the faid duties when- 
ever it is required, upon which confide- 
ration they are exempred from the pay- 
 mient of any taxes or impoſts, and their 
Children from being taken up as Tribute 
by the Commiſſaries , delegated for that 
purpoſe ; thus a Galley, which amongſt us 
would coft to build eight or ten thouſand 
Crowns, does not ſtand the Grand Seig- 
- ior in above one or two thouſand : as 
' for the Cannon ſuch Galley is to be fur- 
niſh'd with, there are infinite numbers 
made at Conſtantinople, there being ſeve- 
ral ſpacious places filled with them, they 
' having all rhe neceſſary materials in their 
own Countrey for the compleating of 
them. As for the men that fail and row 
theſe Galleys, the natural Turks pay no 
- taxes, but only when they are to ſend 
out Flcets to Sea, then they are to con- 
tribute as much as the Chri/tians ; this 
duty is called Avaris, or Avania, and is 
raiſed, as I faid, inditterently upon all 
that are under the power of the Grand 
Seignior, in the fame manner as they do 
the Pioneers in France; that is, that every 


Pariſh 
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Pariſh ( according to the quantity of 
Fires there are in each of them) ought 
to iurniſh one, two or three men, and 
the 7udges are bound, at the diſcretion 
of the Grand Seignicy , to bring him the 
quantity of men to which their circuit 1s 
liable, or elſe five and thirty Crowns, in 
lieu of each man, as he p'caſes, who ac- 
cording to th: number he intends to fer 
forth, cicher calls for the men, or {ends 
for the money : To this end he makes uſe 
of Turks, not of Chriſt:ans, for his greater 
ſecuricy. By this merhnd in leſs than two 
months time, he can have engugh to Man 
out two or three hundred Galleys ; their 
Mariners are not of the beſt , although 
there be great numbers in conſtant pay 
for that uſe and ſervice, but to help them 
in caſe of neceſſity they take the Sea-men 
out of their other Ships , though they 
have no great skill in managing of Ga!- 
lers, their navigation being very different. 
That which makes them the more ſecure 
is, that they ſeldom go to Sea bur in the 
Summer time, whilſt the ſeaſon is calm, 
and Jittle ſubjet ro ſtorms and the mis- 
fortunes of winds and waves, otherwite 
they would often run the hazard of be- 
ing loſt, for want of ſufficient knowledge 
Inmaritne affairs. 
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As for the Syuldiers they put on board 
their Galleys, there are ſome that have 
Commandries along the Mediterranean 
Shore, chiefly towards the Area ; who 
fend out one Captein of the Tanizaries, 
one Liewtenant and other Officers, with 
fifty, three-ſcore, or an hundred 7eni- 
zaries for each Galley, according to the 
undertaking they have in hand : the Ma- 
riners are named 4zabiian; they are 
well furniſhed with Cannon and want not 
tor Ammunitions, but generally their Gun- 
ners are unskilfull; and indeed that Art 
1s very difficult, unleſs they have been 
vicd ro Navigation, there being a great 
deal of skill in pointing of Guns upon 
the Sea, becauſe of the motion of the 
Veſlels and Galleys, which are ever in 
agiration more or leſs. As for their Pro- 
vitons they have them in great quanti- 
ties, 'their Countries abounding much in 
Wheat, Rice, Fleſh, Butter, Oil, Cheeſe, 
and other proviſions neceſſary for iyavi- 
gation : they can endure a great deal, 
and that without any trouble, for from 
their infancy are they accuſtomed to 
live ſoberly. Their Galleys are not pe- 
ſtered nor encumbred like ours : for firſt 
they have not the uſe of Wine , they 
carry no great ſtore of Salt-meats, as we 
10,

do, beſides many other things ; wheretore 
their Galleys are much lighter than ours, 
cleaner, and the Rowers put to leſs labour 
and pains in their work, by reaſon the 
very Souldiers take a pleaſure in helping 
of them; thus are they more fir and nim- 
- ble either to follow or to fly away from 
| an enemy if they be over-matched. 

In the Harbor or Port of Conftants- 
nople, a great number of Galleys are ordi- 
narily tq be ſeen riding in the Ar/enal, 
as we ſee our Horſes tyed in rows within 
our Stables. Whenever the Grand Sezg- 
nior Teſolves to have a force at Sea, he 
can in leſs than. two years time ſet out 
three hundred Galleys 

As for round Vellels, or as we call 
them, tall Ships, they have bur few fic 
ro make men of war : they have only 
five or ſix great Gallions which ſerve to 
carry Wood into Egypr proper for build- 
ing, which they fetch from the Black- 
Sea , and from Egypr they bring back 
proviſions to» Conſtantinople , as well for 
the uſe of the Grand Seigmior's Kitchin as 
for the inhabitants: wiz. great quantities . 
of Rice, ; Sugars, Spices and other Victuals 
and Merchandize : of theſe Gallons they 
make ſome uſe in caſe of need. There 
may be found alſo about ſome forty or 

C 4 fiity 
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fifty fail of Merchant Ships, which being 
well fitted may ſerve as a Convoy to the 
reſt of the Fleet. They can likewiſe 
equip fve or fix Mahones ( which are a 
tort of Gaſeaſſes) bur they have but few 
men fit to manage them ; they have ſome 
C briſtian Subjetts whom they keep In 
the 1/znd of Rhodes in a great Town na- 
med Lindo, who have large and good 
Veliels, they can bring about twenty of 
theſe into ſervice: and this is. all the 
itrength they can make ar Sea, which is 
not very conſiderable, if the power of 
Chriſtevdem would joyn' together to at- 
tack NEW) - And indeed , it is by Sea, 
that they may with moit eaſe and cer- 
rainty be deſtroyed, and not by Land, 
where they march with millions of men 
into the field : it being moft true, that 
the Grand Seignior can make up two 
or three Armies, that ſhall each conſiſt 
of at leaſt two hundred and fifty thou- 
find men, as well foot, as horſe, but 


much ftronger in horſe than foot. Did, 


they underſtand the art of War fo well 
as we do, they would be invincible, 

ſince they have ſo much ſtrength and 
courage. They. carry along with their 
Armies a great number of ſmall braſs 
Field-pieces, which require not above. 
two: 
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two horſes to draw .cach of them ; of 
theſe they have many, and ſo ſoon as 
they encamp they- chain them to one 
another, 'and make a large ring, wherein 
they place a part of their Infantry, and 
there ſecure the Tents of their Chiefs. 
That which makes them ſo valiant is 
their opinion and belief of Predeſtination, 
and their holding that all thoſe that die 
in battel for the defence of theit Religicn 
and C:nmtrey die Martyrs and go into Pa- 
radiſe, without any . obligation of giving 
farther account or fatisfaCtion for their 
former tranſgreſſions: on the contrary, 
ſuch as die with their backs towards the 
enemy, flying from the ſhock, are all 
damned, and if they do eſcape the clan- 
ger they loſe their honour and the Grand 
Seignior's pay, and oftentimes their Com- 
manders put them to death, at leaſt their 


- 900ds and eſtates are ture tobe confiſcate. 


They are ill armed, the foot who are 
quite naked gaxrying only a ſmall Mut- 
quer,, and a very ſhort Sword, which 
the greater part ſeldom 'know how to 
uſe, ſo that although. they are very nu- 
merous, if they be roundly charged, they 
are ealily overcome; whatever reſiſtance: 


they ſtrive.to make. "Their Cavalry are 


better , being advantageouſly mounted 
| (; q- * upon - 
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upon very good horſes; they go on'to- 
fight with much heat and fury, but will 
not ſtand any long engagement, unleſs 
they gain ſome apparent advantage ; and 
if they make a retreat, it is by turning 
now and then back, and making a ſlight 
charge at every facing upon the enemy, 
which is their way. 

And although I have in this Diſcourſe 
made known the power of this great Ad. 
verſary, yet I dare warrant, would Go 
permit an zo» of the forces beJonging 
ro the Chriſtian Princes and Pctentates 
that they would be more than ſufficient 
to deſtroy them in a few years. But, a 
I have already hinted, they muſt firſt be 
attacked by Sea, and the Land forces 
ought by all means to avoid giving batte| 
ti!l they have the news of a naval victory, 
which will be inevitable, if Goa for out 
fins ſhould not hinder and obſtrutt the 
effect of our jpynt endeavours. 

The Catholick King miMit arm an hun 
ared Galezs, as well ſuch as he keep! 

_ upon: the coaſt of Spain, as thoſe of the 
Kingdoms of Naples and Sicilia, compre 
hending that Squadron he maintains at 
(ena. 
'The Republick of Venice ( aſſiſted by 
France with Men and. Proviſions) migh 
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very well furniſh two hundred Galleys 
with all the equipage neceſſary for their 
navigation; they may likewiſe furniſh ſix 
Galeaſſes, which may well be called 
Mountains of the Sea, for they are won- 
derfull great Veſſels, and yet are rowcd 
like Gallezs, and carry a great number of 
Guns, ſome of them fit for battery. Ir 
is obſerved, that when the battel of Le- 
panto was fought againſt the Turks, the 
Gzleaſjes belonging to the Republick of Ve- 
nice, Which were there, and had their Ar- 
my on board them, procured thatVictory. 

Beſides theſe numbers of Galleys, the 
Pope can ſend eight or ten ; France hath 
commonly. twe'ive.. or fifteen, and could 
upon ſuch .an occaſion ſer out fifty at 
leaſt, if not more; Savoy five or ſix; Tuf- 
cany ten or a dozen ; Genea eight or ten ; 
and Malta fix. All theſe together would 
make up three hundred and. fourſcore 
Galleys, and ſix Galeaſfes. 

I would afterwards jÞyn to this force, 
which is very great, and might eaſily 
maſter and command. the whole Med:ter- 
ranec-Sec, a hundred or two hundred 
of the largeſt and ſtouteſt Ships that ſail 
upon,the Ocean. The King of England, 
the moſt powerfull of any at Sca, might 
i be pleaſed, wonderfully . help towards 


| 
| 


this: 
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this enterprize ; the Lords of the Lows 
Countries might give a great addition, 
being ſo renowned through a!l the world ; 
the King of France in his Countries and 
coaſt of Bretagne, Guienne, Normandy and 
Provence might forward this deſign, there 
being no Prince in all Europe that hath 
more Pilots and Mariners than his Maje- 
ſty , who alone is able to furniſh: more 
Seamen than any of the Princes in Europe; 
their number is fo great, that for wanrof 
employment in their own Countrey , 
they go abroad and ſerve in foreign Ga!- 
leys and Ships of War : fo that his Majeſty 
may greatly contribute to this pious War. 
The Kip of Spain has likewiſe ſome very 
good and' brave: men of War; each of 
cheſe great Monarchs ſetting a helping 
hand to this work, they areable together 
to pur out a Flcer of above two hundredt 
ſtout Ships, and Gallons. 

This F/zet would-be much more-uſefu!l 
and conſiderable than that of the Galleys, 
and ſerve to many more purpoſes, that 
is, to fight, to carry recruits, and what- 
ever retreſhments ſha!l be neceſſary where 
they are wanting, either to the Galleys 
or. elſewhere : they might alſo have great 
numbers of Souldiers that might belanded 
an the enemies Countrey m - convenient 

places, 
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places, and alſo trains of Artillery where- 
with to beſiege Forts and Caſtles that 
Bought to be attacked: they can carry 
Arms to furniſh ſuch poor Chriſtians 
| E(flaves to the Grand Seignior) who would 
; be willing to revolt m favour of. our 
| Army. 
| Tf this Union and force at Sea thus 
 Eprojected could be brought to paſs, it 
ould never be deſtrov'd bur by the anger 
of the divine power -in ſome moſt prodi- 
pious ſtorms at Sea: "There ought to be 
a place appointed where all the'Ga!leys 
and Ships might have their general ren- 
lezvous to meet in a Body. Art Malta 
ere are very Ccapacious and fate Harbors, 
" Þut that is a barren. 1/and, where they 
ave not Corn enough- to. feed their 
nights and their own Inhabitants, their 
roviſions being brought thither from 
Dictlta, 
In Sic:1:2 is the City of Meſſina, where 
&y have a Harbor both large and good,.

H E Spaniards, whoſe Words and 
Speeches are commonly of great 
weight, have a ſaying to this 

urpolſe, That there is no good but what i 

e, n0r 30 evil but bath an end, And I, 

In the contrary find, that the pleaſures 
d good we enjoy in this life are ever 

uxed with pain, and that the end ofone 

rouble 1s but the beginning of another. 

D 2 
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The happieſt of people have oftner reaſon 
to complain than to rejoyce ; and the 


unhappy, who are by much the greater 
number, do moſt commonly fall from: 


little misfortune into a bigger. I do re 


member that George Ragotsky Prince of 
Tranſilvania entred into Poland victorious, 
but he came out again flagging his wings; 
and that thereupon you did reade me a 
Lecture of the inconſtancy of Forrunt 
and ſhewed me, that it was no new thin 


to ſee ſuch revolutions and changes ; ſince 


oftentimes thoſe have been led abou 
captives to make .a triumphant ſhew 
who but a ſhort time before had been 
themſelves triumphant Conguerours. 

G. Whatever I may have told ya 
heretofore, I always - believed, .and ti 
hold it for a certain truth, that the gre 
ter part of mankind have much more 
reaſon to praiſe and thank God for tht 
benefits they do receive of him; thant 
implore to be delivered from the evi 
that affit them: and yet we hear « 


more that do complain than give thanks} 


becauſe we are more ſenſibleof pain that 
of pleaſure. A Prince fee's not ſo mu 
pleaſure in conquering all his life-time, a 
atfiction to find Fortune turn her bad 
upon him but in one ſingle Battel. 

a uy 
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great Man, who had ſcarce. found any 
thing impoſſible to be attained to by him, 
till the age of fifty years, and who had 
ſeen the moſt formidable enemies ſtoop to 
his power, tel:s us after all that Fortune 1s 
a Woman, that ſhe loves the young better 


than the aged, and therefore retired into. 


ſolitude, when he found the power of 
the greateſt Emperour that ever was, 
could be ſo cafily baffled. We find ſome 
perſons who will needs have the liberty of 
undertaking whatever their capricious 
fancies ſuggeſt, and then . loudly com- 
plain when their attempts (begun with- 
out conſideration and judgment) end in 
misfortune and diſgrace. It is certain, 


that Divine providence ( which by the: 


rulgar is called Fortune) does often pull 
down the pride of che moſt ſuccelſsfull and 
haughty, that they may know the good 
they had received proceeded more trom 
his bounty than their deſerts, We find 
lome Pol;t:ic:ans whoſe Eagle eyes can fee 
every thing abroad, are yet ſtark blind 
to what does threaten borh the ruine of 


their Countrey and themſelves at home. 


I might confirm this truth by infinite ex- 
amples, but I ſhall paſs chem by in ſilence 
to liſten ro your queſtions, and toanſwer 
tothem as exactly as I am able. 

D 3 P. Let 
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P. Let us then fpeak of the War that 
is now in Hungary : And foraſmuch as 
a diſcourſe you made to me abour three 
years ſince, brought us within ſight of a 
black cloud that was gathering in Tran 
filvania, and which hath ſince produced 
ſuch a tempeſt, as hath bora down 
George Ragotsky and Fona Kemin, toraile 
Abaftito the Throne: entertain me with 
the cauſe and ſequel of that change, that] 
may the better know whence it happened 
that the Grand Seignior, who had been 
enly an iJ'e Spectaror in the Tragedy, 
(wich Eurcpe was acting for thirty yeats 
together) ſhuuld now attack his Neigh- 
buurs without provocation, and give us 
occaſion ro take up Arms, while we are 
n a Capacity to unite in ſuch a manner as 
may give him cauſe to repent his under- 
tzking. I am confident that this rupture 
was preceded, accompanied and followed 
with ſo many notable circumſtances, that 
I might to gccd uſe and purpoſe, ſpend 
many days in canvaſing and weighing 
th-m ; and ſuch as ſhall conſider them 
duly afterwards may reap both pleaſure 
and profit by it. 

G. Although your will hath ever been 
a law to me, yet is it not without ſome 
kind of regret that I now undertake to

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fatisfie you in this point, as being afraid 
to ſpeak more than I ſhould : bur ſince 
you muſt needs know whence they fetch 
thoſe remedies they will, or do intend to, 
apply, I ſhall do my beſt endeavour to 
fatishe and entertain you on that ſubjett. 
And that you may have the more reaſon 
to acquieſce in what I ſhall cell you, I 
will take my riſe from the very firſt 
ſource , and repreſent in Epitome;, all 
what the Zurks have done in Hungary 
ſince rhe time that Bajazzrt came thither 
to ſupport their rebellion, and foment 
their diſcord.

For my 
own part, I own-there is little faith ro 
be hoped for or expected from an Infidel, 
and that many times the Turk hath no 
other aim in his attempts but his own in- 
tereſt : But withall it 1s not impoſſible tor 
him to cloak thoſe deſigns his ambition 
prompts him to act in the world, with 
ſome fair and ſpecious pretence, And 
for this reaſon I will let you plainly ſee, 
why the Or: mans think and believe they 
have juſt cauſe to preſerve Tranſulvanin,

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and by the ſame means you will come to 
underſtand and know the ground we 
have to defend it againſt him, and houf| j, 
it Comes to paſs we are obliged to raik 
great forces, and to demand the aſſiſtance ve 
of ſtrangers.

and the obligations our Emperors have to

"ur.gnour and juſtice obliged him to rake up 
ang Arms to revenge the death of his Brother; 
KN raiſed a great Army, and went to Naples 
tobring the guilty to condign puniſhment, 
His expedition was proſperous, and ha- 
ving put Fane to flight, and routed 
D 5 ner: 
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her Confederates, he brought the Ret 
to reaſon, and puniſhed the chief abet 
tors of that deteſtable Paricide. Whid 
being done, and all things appeaſed, 
thought his own ancient Kingdom might. 
require his preſence, and therefore v 
contriving to return again, not neglectin 
at the ſame time any means to preſern 
his new one. He bad; divers great perſal 
in h's Army, and amongſt others Srept 
the Vaivode of Tranſilvania, whom | 
held in great eſteem, although he was 
yet but young. Wirh this Man he leſ

Then 
this Cabal knowing the craft and dexteri- 
ty of the -Biſhop of Zagabria, who was

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ſent him to Charles II. King of Naples, 
the Son of Andrew, and Couſin German 
of Mary. The Biſhop exattly performed 
what they ordained, offer'd the King: 
dom of Hungary to the King of Naples, 
and deſired him to come and take poſlef: 
hon, as an Eſtate that belonged of right 
to lim. Charles liſtned to the Biſhop fas 
vourably, and being agitated with ditfe- 
rent paſlions, demanded ſome time to 
reſolve. upon. a buſineſs of ſo great im- 


portance, He ſpake of it to the Queen 


his Wife, who omitted neither Argu- 
ments, nor tears to diflwade him from 
undertaking a thing ſo dangerous by 
reaſon of the inconſtancy of thoſe People, 
and thamefull for the injuſtice - he muſt 
commit by diſpoſſeſſing one ſo nearly re: 
lated to him, without any cauſe. But 
Ambition overcame. reaſon and equity, 
Charlesequipped a greatFleer and attended' 
with an Army worthy of ſuch a Prince, 
he took harbor in Dalmatia, and went 
in few days to Zagabria, where he met: 
part of thoſe Grandees that favoured his 
deſign. From thence he paſied on to 
Ada, and although he found reſiſtance: 
by. the . reſolution of - Nicholas Gara, and: 
ſome. other faithfull Servants of Lzeen 
Mary; yet did he make a ſhift to ſettle 


himſelt- 
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himſelf by rhe intereſt and favour of the 
Tran/ilvanian. "Then Sigiſmund King of 
Bohemia the Husband of the ſaid 2yeen, 
perceiving the loſs of Hungary to be ine- 
vitable, retired into his own” Kingdom, 
and Charles imagined he had fixed the 
Wheel of Fortune. His joy notwith- 


fanding was but ſhort-lived, and his 


Uurpation of. no longer duration, than 
other violent things are wont to be. 
Sigi/mund was again invited back by the 


new King's Enemies, and having van- 


quiſhed Charles, ſlain or drove away eve- 
ry one that oppoſed him, he recovered 
al chat rightly belonged to Mary his 
Wife. 

P. Theſe were wonderfull revolutions, 
and which were undoubtedly of very hard 
digeſtion to the Tranſilvanian.

P. This good Succeſs ought to have 
raiſed the Spirits of the Hungarians, to 
fall upon him in their turn. 

G. They did fo, and had great advan- 
tage ; and without doubt the Affairs of 
the Hungarians, and the Turks had chan- 
oed its fac, if particular intereſt had 
nat prevailed above the general good. 
King Uladiſlaus had in his Court one Fu- 
lian a Legate from his Holineſs, and George 
the Deſpore of My/ia, who ever talking of 
the good fortune of Uladiſlaus, the gene- 
roſity of Huniades,and the facility of reco- 
rering what was loſt, inclined that King 
to a great undertaking.

In this Campagne Hip" 
niades gave cight ſeveral Battels to (i 
rambo, a great Generalof the Turks when"P 
in he ever came off with. advantag 
then the Winter forcing him to retire! 
Buda, he carried Carambo along Wi 
him, who falling into a very det 
Snow, was become his Priſoner. 'Thelf 
things having thus ſucceeded to fi 
honour and advantage of tas Hungaria 
King, and the immortal renown ot 74 
Huniades, the Ambaſſadors from aivelf®. 
Princes, from the Emperocur of Conſtanif 
nople, the Venetians, and Genoeſe, went 
congratulate Uladiſlaus, intreating him 
continue and profecute a War he had! 
fortunately begun. They promiſed at 
aſſured him that all the forces of Chr:ftaff*

G. After the decauſe of Mathias Cer- 
vinus, Who having no lawfull Child, had 
wiſhed,

ceſſour, Fohn Huniades his Natural Son, 
the Spirit of Diviſion came amongſt the 
Hungarians, Four Princes pretended to 
the Kingdom, and the Grandes of Hun- 
gary, divided into four Cabals, did each 
of them favour moſt that perſon, whom 
they eſteemed moſt worthy of that ho- 
nour. fohn, the Son of the late King 
Mathias had the Suffrages of ſuch, as 
revered in him the eminent Vertues both 
of his Father and Grandfather; and 
who were more deſirous to obey a Na- 
tive, than a Stranger.

Competitors; the Father believing _thar 
Uladiflaus ought to be: contented and 
fully ſatisfied with the Crown. of Bohe- 
mia, In fine, ſome inclined to Maximi- 
lian, Son of the Empercur Frederick, who

£inAnIng -of this Rejigy was troubleſome: 
Albert the Brother of Uladiſiaus, aſliſted 
by the Brothers of Ca/imir King of Poland, 
their Father, beſieged Caſſovia, the Capital 
of the upper Hungary, and gave him 
much perplexity on that ſide. Blaiſin 
Magger, Servant to fohn Corvinus, als 
gry his Maſter had been rejected, refined 
ro give the Crown to the New King, which 
he had in-keeping- at Vzce-grade, endured 
a viege, and did not ſurrender ir, til 
commanded fo to do by Coryinus.

-milian having- regained his. places in 
Auſiria, advanced fowards Hngary; and 
veing aſfifted by thoſe that had- favoured 
him, during the-1mterregynm, he made a 
conſiderable progreſs there. In: fing 
Uladiſlaws, growing weary of ſo many 
diſturbances, came;to an agreement witli

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Mahometans ; which demonſtrates, that 
thoſe prodigies were but too true, as you 
ſhall now hear. Uladiflas having no in- 
tEntion to make good what he had pro 
miſed to Maximilian of Auſtria, Cauſed 
his Son Lewis to be Crowned at Alba 
Regalis, by Thomas Cardinal of Strigonia, 
Anno 1508. and the following year cau- 
ſed him: to be Crowned King of Bohemig 
at Prague, being as yet bur three years 
of Age. Theſe things could not bedone, 
without an extreme diſlatisfaction and 
diſguſt ro the Empercur, but Uladiſiam 
maintaining a Peace with the Turk, and 
having a ſupport from Poland, his Ms 
zeſty was forced'to defer his reſentment. 

P. Thegreateſt Calms are ordinarily 
follow'd by the greateſt Tempeſts; and 
if it were not fo here, Uladiſlaus was 
more happy than. he deſerved. 

G. Towards the. latter end ob Uladis 
tans his. Life, and after the death of Bas 
jazet, Hungary begun to fall into a Civil 


War, which had like to have deſtroy 
it utterly.

attack Selim the Great Turk, who had 
tome diſturbance at home, his Brothen 
Achmet contending with him for the Crown, 
kIe communicated. his projet to.

G. fahacglis ſaid nothing, but what 
Solyman was well able to doe, and which 
many of his Predeceſſors would have 
done upon the like occaſion. He reſolved 
however to uſe greater moderation. He 
left a Garriſon in Buda, intreating the 
Lueen to allow of what he did, and to 
retire with her Son to Lippa, where ſhe 
ſhould Reign in Tranſilvania bordering 
upon the Kg of Poland, her Fathers Ter- 
ritories.

vw} of Hungary. This demand. vexed Ferdz- 
bf 122d, who took up Arms, and forcedthe 
hell Tran/ilvanian to let the Tibiſcus limit his 
#,Þ Territory. This agreement diſpleaſed 
thel fob Sigi/mund, ( orthe Turk, who made 
"| him tickle, as not being able ro do it him- 
al elf, by reaſon of a truce he had made for 
eight years. ) Wherefore the Tranſilua- 
owl 07a declared War againſt the Emperonr 
A Maximilian I. who lately ſuccecded Fer- 


dinand 
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dinand his Father : took from him Zach- 


war, Hudad and Corazo ; and had taken 
Caſſovia, had not the ſeverity of the 
ſeaſon hindred him. However thek 
Vottories laſted not long, for Maximzlias 
finding himſelf wronged, cauſed him to 
be aſſaulted briskly, recovered what he 


had gained, and forced him to a Peace, 


But So/yman being returned from Malza, 
where he miſcarried in his affairs, renew- 
ed the War in Hungary, where he died, 
having beſieged Zigeth, which ſurrendred 
to the Baſſa Muſtapha, his Lieutenant 
General, the 75th. of September 1566. Selim, 
who ſucceeded his Father, agreed upon 
a truce for eight years with the Hungs 
rians, and included the Tranſilvanan, 
who upon the recommendation of Szj/- 
mund Auguſtes King of Poland his Uncle, 
added to his demeaſn ſome Lands which 
the Emperour yielded to him, and the 
City of Guy/a, which he bought of the 
Turk, Anno 1568. 'The Tranſilvanian 
then finding that the War was advanta- 
geous to him, endeavour'd to corrupt 
divers Hungarians, that he might carry 
his Arms into Hungary with ſuccels, 


This deſign however had not its effect, 


for he died in the year 1570. being not 
yet three and thirty years of Age, andin 
him 
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kim was extinguiſhed the race of Zapoliha. 
He had taken care to make choice of Gaſ- 
Bekez,, for his Succeſſor : But he was 
rejected by the Grandees of the Country, 
who put Stephen Battory into his place 
the 24th. of May 157 1. This Prince owned 
the Turk, as his Predeceſſor had done ; 
and having been elected King of Poland, 
iter the retreat of Henry of Valois, he 
made it appear that Fortune and Vertue 
8 not incompatible. This man in a 
ſhort compaſs of time was firſt a Baror, 
then a Prince, and now a King, and moſt 
of all theſe degrees : Stephen being thus 
ceted King of Poland, gave up T; ranſil- 
vania to Chriſtopher Battory his Brother, 
who not having the favour of the Houſe 
of Auſtria, becauſe his Brother had been 
preferred before Maximilian II. he was 
conſtrained to ſeek for ſupport at Conſtan- 
twople. This Prince was very vertuous, 
and having quell'd che bold Bekez, who 
oft-rimes endeavour'd to ſupplant him; 
he reigned gloriouſly to his death, which 
aid him in the grave, Anno 1581. Sigiſ- 
mund his Son, {ſucceeded him, being yet 
a Child. And King Stephen Battery, his 


| Uncle, having allotted him three Tutors, 


It bred ſuch a jealouſie betwixt them, 
that he was forced to ſet chem all aſide, 


and 
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and put both the Perſon and: Afﬀairs of hiz 
Nephew into the hands. and truſtof: Foby 
Gecty Governour of Varadin. This wasa man 
of great: worth, who ſoon gave ſufficient 
proof that he had as much courage, 
as conduct: Scarce had he taken in hand 
the management of his Pp:”s affairs,when 
King Stephen died, Anno-1586. Then the 
faftions that aroſe in Poland about the 
elettion of a King, gave him opportunity 
to make his worth appear. He joyned 
his forces with thoſe of Samoisky, who 
favoured Sigi/mund of Sweden againlt 
Maximilian of Auſtria his Competitor; 
who was beaten, taken, and compelld 
to quit his pretenſions to the Sede, At 
the ſame time, the Turk made a rude 
War in Hungary, againſt the Emperou 
Rodolphus IT. And though his Majefh 
had brave Officers, who made the Sultay 
purchaſe the V:i#ories he obtained very 
dearly : yet in Ano 1595. Sinan Lit 
tenant General tor Selim, reduced the ad 
mirable fortreſs of Fawarin to obedience, 
which had till then been eſteemed im 
pregnable. 

P, "Tis faid, that Sian bragg'd he had 
reduced the- Emperour Rodolphis to the 
neceſlity of: demanding a Feace, by the 
los of that wonderfull and imporrant 


place, 
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place. Yet Sanſevinus affirms, he loſt 
fifty thouſand men there, and that the 
War ſoon after began with more heat 
than ever. 

G. The Emperour had too much cou- 
rage to ask for Peace, upon ſuch a loſs. 
fe knew that could not but be very 
liadvantageous, and for that very rea- 
ſn, he was reſolved to carry on the 
War. To this end, he deſired aſſiſtance 
of every one that was able to afford ir ; 
and drew Sigz/mund Batiory,Prince of Tran- 
fivania, to his party. This Lcrd ſuffer'd 
timſelf eaſily ro be engaged in this noble 
kſign, becauſe he had courage, and be- 
auſe he thought it ſcandalous in a Chri- 
Han to favour thoſe that aimed only at 
the utter deſtruCtion of Chriſtianity. He 
made an agreement, therefore with the 
Emperour , the chief Articles whereof 
were ; That Sigiſmund taking up Arms 
aainſt the Turk, the Emperour ſhculd be

a Wfthe Country, whom he declared guil- 
Py of Treaſon, and amongſt the reſt, 
Int Piephber and Andreas Battory, his Couſins, 
a the Sons of Balthaſar. Ar the ſame time 
» iſ mund believing he had ſuppreſs'd and 

Pied the rebellion, cauſed his League 
na wth che Emperour, againſt the Ottomans 
of bbe proclaimed thorough all his Terri- 
t 1 bries ; and exhorted his Subjects to take 
bo, ip Arms to free themſelves from the 
pe yranny they had ſo long endured. In 
hr Ww days afterwards, he had fifty thou-

ſand men on foot, and having put them 
under good Officers, cauſed them to ad- 
vance towards the Danube to begin the 
Dance. And now, indeed, being in the 
Field, fortune ſided with him, and kind.

Ships, laden with money, and other rich 
goods, which Sinan would have employ 
for the corrupting of the Officers of V+ 
enna, that he mighr betray it to his Ms 
ſfter, This prize and victory made $+ 
giſmund hope he ſhould be able to be 
ſiege and take Themiſvar : but ſcarce had 
he attack'd it, when news came the Tar 
tars Tavaged his Countrey ; ſo that he 
was forced to go back and defend it: 
The Szege being raiſed, he marches towards 
thoſe Barbarians, and finding them ina 
place that was inacceſſible, where valout 
wou!d have proved but uſeleſs, he betock 
himſelf to craft; and having ſer fire to 
their quarters, he forced them to come 
out, and utterly defeated rhem without 
much trouble or los.

nd. and made great preparations for a War 
| againſt the Chriſtians. Having therefore 
G 3 had 
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had information, that the Co/acks, and 
the Podolians were entred into the Leapue 
with the Trar/ilvanians, he fentan Army 
of an hundred thouſand meii, under the 
condudtt of Sian, whom he commanded 
to chaſtize thn.ſe rebels exemplarily. S; 
man prepared himſelf to execute the 
commands he had from his Maſter ; and 
whilſt he was endeavouring to gain ſome 
Friends in Mel/dawia, he likewiſe raiſed a 
formidable Army to compleat his deſign, 
For all this, he was but roughly handled 
by Sigiſmund, who foilow'd him fo cloſe 
at his heels, when he thought to repaſ 
the Danube, that the Bridge being over- 
charged with the numerous Crowds of 
ſichas fled, broke down ; and Sinzn fal 
ling :intothe River, was in great danger 
of keeping company with an infinite num- 
ber of his Men, who were then drowned. 
This action, added to divers others, 
wherein the good fortune, prudence, and 
yalour of Sigi/mund had been manifeſted 
with great ſplendour, gained him the 
name of Invincible, and forced Mahomet 
to take the conduct of the Army upon 
himſelf. Now does he take the field 
with two hundred thouſand fighting men; 
and theſe dreadfull forces gave him the 
confidence to advance as far as Agri. 
| There 
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There it was that the Arch-Duke Maxti- 


milian, and Prince Sigi{mund deſpiting his 
great numbers, out of a cuſtome of bea- 
ting them, gave him a Batrel, which 
might have reſtored the whole affairs of 
Chriſtendom, had not the infamous, and 
inſatiable deſire of booty, put a ſtop to 
their farther victory and purſute. Ours 
loſt about twenty thouſand men, and the 
Turks many more. Bur, from that rime, 
it ſeemed, Fortune who till then had been 
favourable to the Tranſilvanian, now tur- 
ned her back. "Thar Prince forgetting his 
former /. alcur, reſolved to exchange Tran- 
ſilvania for ſome Lands in Sileſia : and to 
attain thoſe ends, he raiſed all the force 
he could, to make his utmoſt effort. He 
beſieged Themiſvar, and was conſtraind 
to raiſe the ſame, as at the firſt time. 
Some while after, the Baſſa Ibrahim be- 
fieged Varadin : And Baſta having intrea- 
ted our Sig4/mund to joyn his forces with 
thoſe he commanded, to relieve the place, 
he promis'd it, but broke his word. Since 
that time, nothing appeared in him bur 
irreſolution, and inconſtancy. He cau- 
ſed his Couſin, the Cardinal Battory, to be 
proclaimed Prince of Tranfilvania : and 
not being able to maintainit ; he reſigned 
bis F/tate to the Emperour Redolphrrs 11. 
G 4. who 
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who gave him Ratibeor, and Opelen, to 
ho:d for his life, with a penſien of fifty 
thouſand Crowns, and a Cardinals Cap, 
which the Emperour was tO PTrocure for 
him. 

P, Ir appears to me, that he was mar- 
ried, and you ſay, he deſired to havea 
Cardinals Hart. 

G. I told you before, that Sigi/mmund 
Battory, Prince of Tranſilvania, had marri 
ed Maria Chr:fima of Auſtria : Bur being 
as fluggith in rhe War of Venus, as he was 
brave and active in the field of Mars, he 
owned his impotence ; and his marriage 
was declared Null. Bur I havenor yet 
to:d you, that after ſeveral miſchiels 
which his departure brought upon the 
Eſtates of Tranſilvania, Moldavia and 
Valachia, which he had yielded up to the 
F.myerout ; and after he had repented It, 
and ſhewed manv tokens of an extreme 
inconſtancy, he died at Prague the 17th, 
ot March 1603. Thisdeath did not con- 
frm the poſleflion of Tra»/ilvanta to the 
Emperour: For the Turk, having fill 
ſome partiſans in the Country, and the 
people believing their liberty infringed 
by the agreement made between the 
Emperour, and the Tranſ/ilvanian, no 
body wasfatisfied with the preſent cond 
cion 
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tion of things. George Baſta the Empe- 
rour's Lieutenant General in Tranſilvana, 
tyrannized over the people. The Turks, 
the Tartars, the Polanders, and others 
their neighbours had made it the Theatre 
of a long and bloody Tragedy : info- 
much as the Tranſilvanians breathed 
after nothing but their former condition. 
In effe&t, Srepher Boskay, having driven 
away the Decemviry the Emperour had 
ſenc into that Countrey, eſtabliſhed him- 
elf with the good liking of the people, 
rather by reaſon of the failures commit- 
ted by the Generals for the Emperour Re- 
dolphzzs, than by any other intereſt or 
power he could make uſe of: The Com- 
monalry complained of the 1:qui/zrion, the 
nſolence of ſtrangers, an: the extinction 
of their privileges and immunities By/- 
kay fomented theſe grievances, and im- 
proving his credit amongſt the people, 
mightily confirmed himſelf in the pollet- 
fon of his Principality, From thence it 
was, that Gabriel Bethl:m, ( to whom the 
Turk had given tome hopes of having 
Tranſilvania,) believing it was not yet a 
fit time to think of thar, ſubmitted wil- 
lingly to Boskay, In the mean while, the. 
ſame Berh/em, being j»yned with Becbres 
Baſſa of Toemiſvar, endeavour'd to ſur- 

| Prize: 
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Prize Lippa, and was ſurprized himſelf: 
So that he was forced to fly in his Shirt, 
his fear making him forget and leave be- 
hind him in his pocket the Treaty of his 
Conſpiracy. This writing falling into the 
hands of the Count de Beljoyoſo, Gowernour 
of the Countrey, mightily perplexed him, 
and conſulting how to find out ſome re- 
medy, it was judged to be incurable. In ef 
fect, Boskay, loſt no time, vanquiſh'd Bel- 
oyoſo, reduced him to extremity, and ſet 
zed upon ſeveral places. Then having the 
Grandees,the Cities, and the people on his 
ide, he put himfelf mto ſuch a condition, 
that he could talk magiſterially to them; 
bur fortune, who takes delight to make her 
ſelf admired, turned to Baſta's ſide, whe 
having gained ſome V:&erzes, exhorted 
Boskay to quit his /wcrd, and bow down 
his Neck to the Imperial Yoke. Boskay 
who pretended to the Principality, Te- 
plyed, That if they did not leave him 
Tranfilvania ; zf they did not put Hunge: 
rian Offcers :nto the Provinces, and in the 
Cities to Gevern them ; if they did not ve 
move the foreign Militia to cre other places 
and if they did nit allow him the exerciſe of 
bis Religion, he would rather chuſe to pre- 
fer War, than Peace. Fortune, which ma- 
ny times favours the bold, took Boskay's 
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part, and made him triumph over all the 
difficulties he met with in this War. 
Baſta, who preſſed moſt upon him, faw 
all his Viftories turned to an entire and 
utter diſobedience: His Soldiers mutined, 
telling him, he paid them only with words. 
They fell upon him in his own Houſe,and 
thoſe very men that were appointed to 
guard nine and twenty Waggons, laden 
with Silver, with Cloath and other Stores, 
plundred them, and efcaped ſome into 
Poland, and others to the Enemies. Thus 
Tranſilvania being deliver d from Baſts's 
Army, part of the hundred Cities were 
taken by Boskay's Friends, and the re- 
mainder ſurrendred without the trouble 
of a Summons. This progreſs of Boskay's, 
forced the Emperour to ſend Demetrizes 
Nabradi, Biſhop of Veſprin, and Sigiſmund 
Forgas to treat with him. Theſe 
deputies ſoon found; rhat his proſperity - 
had made him inſolent. They received 
no other Anſwer, but only, If they came 
from the Grandees of Hungary, they were 
welcome ; but if they were (ent by the Em- 
perour, they might go back again, he being 
now at that paſs, that he could not retrear, 
nor change his condition. This language 
made the Deputies underſtand, that there 


was nothing for them to doe there ; le 
that 
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that Tranſilvania had changed its Maſter. 
In effect, the States of the Province, be- 
ing aſſembled at Kerene, Bo:kay was Con- 
firmed in his Uſurpation of that Princi- 
pality : Upon condition, he would allow 
the Roman Religion, the Lutheran and the 
Swiſs to be prattifed amongſt them. 
-Phen Sigi/mund Ragotsky obtained the 
Government of Tranſilvama, and Valen- 
tme Hominay was made General of the 
forces of that Countrey. The Grand 
Seignior, who had his Eyes open upon all 
theſe changes, ſent a Chiaux to Boskay, 
who on his behalf preſented him a Mace, 
a Cymitar, and a Flag, to confirm him 
in the polleſſion of his new Principality. 
In acknowledgement of which favour, 
Bo:kay diſpatched Si:phen Corlar, and 
George Kikedy to the Pert, to aſſure the 
Turk of his Fidelity, and to offer him 
{ome token of his obedience.

Principality of Tranſilvania, declared Va- 


lentine Homonay ; but the States of the 
Countrey prefer'd Sigi/9mund Ragotsky be- 
fore him. This man, loving his eaſe and 
quiet, more than the noble toyles of honour, 


refuſed their offer; but finding himſelf 


forced to accept thereof, he did it with 
as much repugnance, as if it were only 
an honourable ſlavery. 
 P. Although it be ſaid, that Crowns 
are extremely heavy, yet they rarely are 
refuſed. And if I am not deceived, this 
moderation of Ragotsky's ſhewed he was 
the more worthy to-Reign. 
G. There is noleſs honour in refuſing 
a Crown, than in ſtriving to deſerve one. 
AndI muſt confeſs, did I not know that 
he rejetted it really out of contempt, I 
ſhould have believed it had been out of 
fear. The Empercur Rodolphus Il. had 
ſome repugnance, for the Lzberty of Con- 
ſcience he had granted. And the promr 
ſes of the Perſian Ambaſſadcrs, together 
with the Rebellion of Gamiolah, who 
had drawn over to his party Aleppo, Da- 
maſcrsand Tripoly, fomented his irreſolu- 
tions. This was it that gave occafion to 


the Heyducks to continue their violences, 
and the Archduke Matthias to take up 
Arms torepreſs their audacious attempts. 
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That Prince having his Sword in hand, 
purſued his point, and obliged the Empe- 
Your Rodolphus his Brother, ro g1Ve him 
Hungary and Auſtria, Then did Mattrhi- 
&, leſs ſcrupulous than the Empereur,ſign 
the Articles of the Tranſa#ion of Vienna, 
adding there the expulſion of the Jeſuits ; 
and received the Homage Ragetsky did 
him for his Principality. Soon after it 
was clearly ſeen, that Ragots&ky deſpiled 
worldly greatneſs; For being peaceabie 
pofſeſſor of Tranſilvania, equally cheriſh- 
ed by Matthias and the Turk, he trant- 
fer'd his dignity to Gabriel Battory, having 
not Reigned above one year. Achmetr, 
the Empercur ofthe Turks, confirmed this 
choice, and the King Matthizs oppoſed 
It not. Battory Was not ſo moderate as 
Ragotsky had thuught him to be. He 
became inſupportable for his Letchery,and 
the honour of the moſt vertuous Marruns 


being no way fecure under the Domi- 


nion of a Prince fo horribly Cebauched, 
they conſpired againſt his life, and he 
was aſlaſſinated at Valeneza Anno 1615: 
Bethlem Gabor, who had greatly contri- 
buted to this Murther, ſeized on the 
Eſtate of the defunt. And to appeaſe 
Matthias, who was then become Emperour, 
and the Turk Achmet who were equally 

| often« 
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offended, to the firſt he promiſed all rea-Jin t 


ſonable obedience; and gave up ſome 
go00d places into the hands of the ſecond, 
P. Ithink Gabor isrenowned 1n Hiſtory, 
and that he gave ſome trouble to the Em- 
perour Ferdinand the II. | 
G. This Tran/ilvanian endeavourd al 
his life-time to fiſh in troubled Waters 
Eutthe fortune of Ferdinand the Emperor, 
zaving the aſcendent over his, he was 
forceu inthe end to buckle. 
ſee what hapned m thoſe parts, durt 
the Reign of Ferdinand IT. This Archd 
was the moſt zealous Carholick in the 
Wor'd, and one that could the leaſt of 
any man ſuffer the Religions, which his 
Predeceſiors had connived at in thgr 
Countries. This zeal,and his good fortune, 
made the Emperour Matthias, his Couſin, 
prefer him, before all the other Prince 
of his Houſe; and who deſigning he ſhould 
be Emperour, after his death, cauſed him 
to be owned King of Hungary and Bobe 
21a, beiore his deceaſe. Ferdinand began 
his Reign, with the oppreſſion of the 
Proteſt ants : He commanded ſome of their 
Churches tc be ſhut up, and demoliſhed 
ſome others in Bohemia. | 
"Jeſuits into Hungary, and rejected thok 
Articles that favourd the Religionarie, 
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in the Treaties made between the Empe- 
rurs and the Hungarians and Bohemians. 
This proceeding having diſpleaſed 2 Body, 
which at that time was formidable, gave 
the Bohemians occaſion to prefer Frederick 
Eleffor Palatine, before Ferdinaud : And 
immediately he beheld the Proteſtants 
of Bohemia, and Hungary before the walls 
of his Capital City. At the ſame time, 
Gabor, armed with the pretence of his 
Religion, entred into the League, and rat 
kd an Army of eighteen thouſand men, 
rengthned with cighteen piecesof Can- 
wn, wherewith he entred intv Hungary ; 
and finding their ſpirits inclined to a Re- 
bellion, he made ſo great a progreſs, as 
mvehim the confidence to be proclaimed 
Kins. During theſe tranſaftions, Ferd:- 
nnd was at Francfort, where he was 
elected Emperour. And this e/ec:0n ha- 
ng given him bothauthority and forces, 
te now thought only how to recover the 
Kingdoms he had newly loſt, and to hum- 
dle thoſe that had dared to atraque him. 
He loudly complained of the injuſtice of 
dis adverſaries, and having remonſtrated 
to the Elefors of the Empre, tothe F rench, 
and Ergi;ſh, the juſt reaſons he had to 
regain hisown, he drew into his party all 
the Catholicks of Germany, and even i. 
Duke 
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Duke of Saxony, who had been one of the 
main Pillars of the Proteſtants, and held 
the ſwords of Foreigners witkin their Scah- 
berds. Soon after, the Eletfor Palatine, 
who had taken the Field with very conſ:- 
derable Forces, was put to flight. Gab, 
made a ſtouter reſiſtance,and had brought 
the Emperours attafs to an 11] condition, 
had his aſſociates plaid their part as well 
at Prague. Count Dampier, General of the 
imperial Forces, loſt his life in going to 
view the Caſtle of Presburg, where Gaby 
had a Garriſon. And Charles de Longwe- 
val, Count Pucquoy, who after his ſubdu- 
ing of Moravia, had made great progreſs 
in Hungary, died there being pierced with 
ſixteen wounds. "The death of this great 
man, gave opportunity to Gabor to reco- 
ver many places, to vanquiſh thoſe that 
oppoſed his dehgns, and range over the 
whole Countrey. But in fine, ſeeing his 
confederates put to flight, and his own 
Army much weakned, he demanded a 
Peace, and obtained it, Anno 1622. upon 
theſe following conditions. That he ſhouls 
keep all Tranſilvania, Tokay, Caſfovia, 
and ſeven other Lordſhips im Hungary; 
That reſigning with the Crown the other 
Cities which he held im Hungary, he ſhould 
quit the name of King, contenting hy 
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with that of Prince of the Empire, and the 
Principalities of Opelen and Ratibor, and 
that he ſh»uld reſtore the Jeſuits, where they 
bad been ſetled before the War. This Peace 
laſted not long. Gabor cave up Vaccia to 
the Turk, whoſent him fourſcore thouſand 
men, which the Count de /a Tour, had 
procured for him. With theſe Troops 
he invaded Hungary, alledging they had 
not made good to him what was promi- 
kd by the Treaty of Odimbarg ; that they 
oppreſſed his Religion, and did not deli- 
ver the money to him, that was his due. 
The Empercur to prevent this growing 
miſchief, informed the Grand Sergnior that 
Gabor abuſed his Forces , whilſt he ar- 
taqued him without cauſe or reaſon ; and 
adding his Sword to his words, forced his 
Enemy to an accommodation leſs advan- 
tageous than the former. By this Treat 
made mm theyear 1624. Gabor loſt the Title 
of Prince of the Empire, and ſome part of 
what had been granted him of Hungary. A 
while after this reſtleſs ſpirit joyned his 
Forces with thoſe of Charles Count Manſ- 
feld. Burt forty thouſand Tartars having 
been defeated by the Polanders, he was 
forced to quit that delign, to goe and 
take a carc of his Countries. And ha- 
vingenjoy'd the Company of Catharine, 


the 
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the Daughter of Fohn Sigiſmund Eleftor of and 
0 


Prandenburg, but four years, he died in 
Anno 1628. having endured incredible 


torment in his Feet. And his death made || 


it evident he equally reſpected the Empe- 
rour and the Turk. To cach of them 
left a Horſe, the harneſs ſet with Jewels, 
and richly embroiderd , beſides forty 
thouſand Ducats in ſpecie. His Wife had 
of him an hundred thouſand pron 
Gold, of ſix pound value each, a 


which ſhe was to enjoy during life. 


P. That Princeſs, having ſo much rea- I 
dy money, and Feels ſutable to a Per- 


ſon of her Quality, had enough to raiſe 
ſome younger Brother of a good Family: 
And I believe it was for that reaſon, that 
Charles Duke of Saxe-Lauwemburg matti- 
ed her, ſome years after the death of her 
Husband. But, I would fain know who 
ſucceeded to Bethlem Gabor, and what 
hapned to thoſe Countries after his de- 
ceale. 

G. When the Heirs to Principalities 
are uncertain, the death of the Prince 1s 
ever attended with trouble. Catharine, 


the Widow of Gabor not being capable | 


to Reign, named Stephen Cuac, to ſucceed 
her 


undred I: 
thouſand Crowns of Silver, and a hundred F* 
thouſand Florins , with three Lord(hips, 
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her Husband, and deſired the Turk to 
onfirm him: This Ele&:0n diſpleaſed the 
Iranſilvanians, who divided their affec- 
jons, and ſome of them made choice of 
Stephen Bethlem, Brother of the late ?r:;:ce; 
ghile others would rather have George 
Rgorsky. The firſt was fo unfortunate, 
har his own Children roſe up againſt 
im ; and the ſecond having overcome 
tis adverſaries, complied with the Empe- 
1wr, gained the Su/tan's favour, and pol- 
bled Tranſilvania ſingly. Yet, was not 
lis good fortune conſtant, Srephen Beth- 
m, who had ſurrendred all his pretenſi- 
ms to him, killed one of his Relations ; 
ad fearing the juſt puniſhment whieh he 
kſerv'd, endeavour'd to avoid it by a 
tigger Crime. He craved aſfliſtance of 
he Port, who ſent him an Army of Turks 
and Tartars, with whom he beſieged Gy- 
ua. Ragotsky abhorring the infidelity of 
the Turk, ſubmitted himſelf to the Houſe 
t If Auſtria,and received from thence three 
Regiments of Foot, and one of Horſe, to 
enforce his Army, with the which he 
; [{&ſtroy'd five and twenty thouſand Turks 
s Iicer Szabuta. In fine, Berhlem, retur- 
ling to his duty, was received into fa- 
tour, and the S»/tan confirmed Ragorsky 
0 his Principality : During theſe occurren- 
ces,

ces, the Emperour Ferdinand TI. died, lea- 
ving for Succeſſour to the Kingdom of Hun- 


gary, and all his Eſtates, Ferdinand 1[L, 
his Sov. This Prince, who had a very 
dangerous War cut out for him in Ger 
many, delired to preſerve the Peace in 
Hungary ; It was, notwithſtanding bro 
ken, by theadvice of ſuch, as perſuaded 
him that he ought to forbid the Latheran; 
to frequent a Church, they had at Pres 
burgh ;and to revoke whatever had been 
promiſed in their favour. This policy 
appeared but very ill to ſuch as know, 
that even good acts do looſe of their va- 
lue, when done out of feaſon. There is 
nothing that ſhocks men ſo much, as a 
violence againſt their Corſciences , and 
there are few things wherein we ought 
to have a greater circumſpection, than 
when we go about to reform Re!igion. 
The Lutherans of Presburgh, not being a 
ble to ſuffer the loſs of their Church, nor 
to preſerve it without the aſſiſtance of 
Strangers, Called Ragetsky to their Aid. 
This man fearing to put to Sea without 
Bi/quit, and enter upon a War, wherein 
he ſhould have bur little ſuccour from the 
Turk, who was employ'd in 4/ia; deſt 
red the Empercur and his Counci:, that 
they would vouchſate ro make good their 
promile 
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promiſe to the Hungarians. The Empe- 
rour deſpiſing both theinterceſſionand the 
Forces of Ragotsky, would give him no 
ſatisfaction. That Prince then believing 
himſelf to be more obliged to his Sect, 
than to his Friend and Berefa#or, ſufter'd 
himſelf to be over-perſuaded by the Cor- 
federates Ambaſſadors, who ſought his 4:- 
liance ; and having declared War againſt 
the Emperour, he entred Hungary with an 
Army of ſeventy thouſand fighting men. 
And that it might appear he did not be- 
gin the War without good reaſon ; he by 
a Manifeſto ſet forth, that ſince the year 
1619. they placed Hungary amongſt the 
Hereditary Provinces belonging to the 


Houſe of Auſtria, that they beſtowed up- 


on the Clergy, thoſe employments that 
appertained to the Laity, that they kept 
the Proteffants out of all Offices; thar 
they would not hear their complaints 
and grievances, and that: againſt their 
Wills, and without any thing of their 
conſent or allowance, they had intro- 
duced the 7e/uirs into that Countrey. 
The firſt expedition of Ragetsky, was to 
TaVage the Lands of George Homonay » at- 
ter which he ſubdued all that oppoſed 
him even to Caſſovia. The Emperour to 
put ſome ſtop to this torrent, oppoſed _ 
wit 
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with eight and twenty thouſand men, 
under the condudt of the Cont de Boucha- 
im, and the Palatine of Hungary ; but 
not having been able to regain Caſſovia, 
he moſt readily hearkned to a propoſition 
for Peace. By the agreement they yiel- 
ded to Ragotsky ſeven Lordſhips in Hunga- 
ry; in his favour they ſet open ninety 
Churches, wherein the Proteſtants might 
publickly teach their Do&rine ; and the 
Hungarians were reſtored to their privi- 
leges. This Treaty, ſeemed diſadvanta- 
geous to the Catholicks ; but the Suede, 
fel: the much greater inconvenience; for 
the Emperour having pluck'd this Thorn 
out of his Foot, relieved Brin, and forced 
Torſtenſon to raiſe the Siege he had for- 
med there. Then Lewis Count de Scnches, 
a French Gentleman, who had been the 
chief cauſe of its preſervation, had the 
Government thereof beſtow'dupon him, 
asa reward for his ſignal ſervice. 

P. I do not believe, wecanany where 
elſe, meet with ſuch notable and frequent 
changes, as theſe in Hungary and Tranſil 
vania ; and I adnure, that a people that 
cannot ſtir, without drawing in upon 
their Countrey the Turks, and Germans, 
will not, for all that, forbear taking up 
Arms ſo often. 

G. The 
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G. The people of that Countrey ares 
Warlike, they ſcarce know how to live 
in peace. Andthe Princes hoping to im- 
rove their condition do moſt commonly 
impair it.  Ragotsky made us ſee it clear- 
ly, when he eſpouſed the King of Suedens 
quarrel, and equally diſobliged both the 
Emperour, and the Sultan, This Tranſil- 
vanian, deſiring to have a ſhare in the 
glory, and conqueſts of King Charles Guſ- 
tavus, went and joyned him in Poland, 
with conſiderable Forces. And being 
able to doe no great wonders, was Con- 
trained to retire, either with a great deal 
of ſhame, or with very little reputation. 
His misfortune did not howeverend with 
the loſs of his Army ; he was perſecuted 
yet more, his il] fate armed the Turk a- 
rainſt him, and flew him ma Battel,where- 
n he loſt his life, together with that 
Countrey he might have left to his Son. 
ome have written that the Chriſtians ex- 
cated the 7wrk againſt him, and that was 
one of the chiefeſt cauſes of this preſenr 
War ; Kemin Fanss, his Licutenant Ge- 
deral, endeavour to get into his place, 
and to attain his ends, he did ſubmit to his 
Imperial Majeſty, foaght for and obtained 
s protection. But he cou'd nor pre- 
krve that Eſtate, which he had ſeized 
H 2 ON, 
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on. It was then, that the Court of View- 
2a, deſiring to maintain Fans, Without 
exaſperating the Orromans , could effet 
neither the one, nor the other. Fans 
was loſt in a Battel, and the Turk was 
diſſatighed with the Emperour, who, (as 
he ſaid) had infringed theTruce, which 
was between them. This miſunderſtan- 
ding heated both parties, and occaſioned 
ſeveral Embaſſies, and Negociations. on ei- 
ther ſide. The S«/tan declared that he 
intended nothing but to maintain the Peace; 
and his Subjects modeſtly complained of 
us, ſaying that we defired a War, and 
they would make none, unleſs they were 
 compell'd to it by neceſſity. During thek 
wranglings, Nicholas Count Serini believed 
the War was already at our Doors, and 
imagining it would be ſome advantage to 
him, to build a F5r: upon the Banks of 
the River ur: he did fo, and began 
ſome Hoſtilities. "This Fort gave the Turk 
greater cauſe of complaint, who deman- 
ded it ſhould be demoliſhed by a Chiazr, 
and by an 4ga, whom I faw at View, 
in the month of Fanuary one thouſand fix 
hundred ſixty two. Theſe demands had 
no favourable anſwers ; bur it ſeemed as 
if they had talked to deaf man. And, 
to tell the truth, obſerving that haughe 
nels, 
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neſs, and reſolution to give the Turk no 
farisfaction, I concluded that they would 
have a War ; and that the Fort of Serin:, 
was a place, would make work enough 
for ſeveral Orroman Armies, Yet expe- 
rience hath ſhewed us, that the ſaid Fort 
was worth nothing, and that we had no 
need to undertake a War of ſuch impor- 
tance for it, T ſhall not lay down the 
reaſons, becauſe any one may eaſily gueſs 
them. Ir ſhall ſuffice I tell you, that the 
Court of Vienna ſeeing the Turkiſh Forces 
in Tranſilvania, and fearing to be taken 
unprovided ; they ſent the Counts de 
Montecuculi, and Souches, into the Field 
with two ſmall Bodies of men: But a good 
part of them were deſtroy'd without gi- 
ving a blow, or preventing the loſs of 
Kemin anos, or the eſtabliſhment of 4- 
vaſi, The Sultan, therefore ſeeing that 
Tranſilvania was in his power, and that 
Abaff was faſt in the Saddle, and obliged 
to ſerve him, demanded again with grea- 
ter inſtance, that the Fort Serins ſhould 
be demoliſhed, and reparation made for 
the injuries, he. ſaid, they had done him. 
For all this, could they not reſolve to 
grant him what he: asked : fo that with- 
out more adoe, he reſolved to take his; 
own ſatisfaction, and try whether hisfirſt” 
J War-- 
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Warlike enterprize, would prove as hap- 
py, as he thought it juſt. He therefore 
began that War, which he proſecurtes to 
thisday, with much heat, and in which 
all Chriftendom ſeems to have a ſhare. 1 
conjure you to conſider ſeriouſly, what I 
have told you till this preſent, and I am 
confident you may rightly judge of the 
juſtice of both parties in this controverſi. 
We muſt now ſee, after what manner 
the Turk attaqued us in the year 16461. 
with what Forces we oppyſed him, and 
whar either of them hath acted fince the 
beginning of this War ; that ſo you may 
the better apprehend what weare to fear; 
and what we may reaſonably hope. 

P. It feems to me, that the intereſt of 
his Imperial Majeſty obliged him to chuſe 
rather to demoliſh the For: Serjni, and 
give ſartsſaction as the Grand Seignior de- 
wanded, than to enter into a War againſt 
him. For Hungary and the Empire ſtood 
in need of Peace, and there was bur little 
probability of wreſting Zranſilvania out 
of the Turkiſh hands, which he had fo 
lately ſerzed upon, ' with ſome appearance 
of 7uſt ice. 

G. If it were reaſonable to meaſure 
Conunſels, by the Events, we ſhould have 
juſt cauſe to blame char which was-grven 


at 
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at Vienna, But Igueſs, they did not be- 
lieve, that thoſe who had ſtood ſo long 
with their Arms acroſs, when they might 
have attaqud the Empire with advantage 
during the War, had a mind to meaſure 
their Cymitars with our Swords, when 
we were allin peace. We have notwith- 
{tanding ſeen the contrary ; and Maho- 
met IV. retolved to begin the War by the 
rupture he made, after he had dallied 
with us a while: For to tell you the 
truth, I do not think but all his Embaſſies, 
and that great ſhow of moderation, wele 
only to amuſe us. The quick ſighted 
judged rightly, that it was neceſſary to 
levy men ; and the more ſtupid ſaid, that 
there was no truſting of ſuch, as have no 
faith in them. The Emperoar finding he 
ſhould have need of aſliſtance, deſired 
ſome ; and the very formalities of giving, 
and of receiving it, was the cauſe they 
were not in areadineſs when the buſineſs 
began. The Confederates offer'd conſide- 
rable forces, which they had already on 
foot; but they would have the command 
over them ; and his Majeſty thought , 
that it would be an affront to his dignity 
to receive them upon thoſe terms. 'The 
Empire making the ſame offers, and the 
Gimme. demands,. met with the. ſame dith- 
| H 4 Culties ; 
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culties; and from thence it came to pals, 
that the Grand Vizier being advanced as 
far as upper Hungary, attacked Newbenſel, 
by the Hungarians called Vivar ; defeated 
three thouſand men, who made a fally 
to ſurprize him , ſent ſome priſoners to 
Conſtantinople as tokens of his Vi&ory, and 
at laſt, forced the garriſon to ſurrender 
upon compoſition, and triumphed over 
that conſiderable place, which gave him 
opportunity to make inroads to the very 
gates of Vienna, and haraſs the Frontiers 
of Germany. 

P. I knew before of the taking of Nw 
heuſel, and the incurſions the Tartars 
made into Moravia: But I do not appre- 
hend what you mean by the Confederates, 
nor what Ciſtinftion you make between 
them and the Empire, Do me the favour 
to diſcourſe of it, and then you may be 
pleaſed to give me an account of cur 
forces, and the exploits our men perfor- 
med, after the retreat of the Grand Vi- 
Ver. 

G. The Treaty that was concluded at 
Munſter upon the 24. of Oftober 1648, ha- 
ving yielded up ſome Lands to the 
French, and to the Swedes, as likewiſe to 
ſome Princes of Germany, they all feared 
that the Houſe of Au/fria would report 
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the having bought ſuch a Peace : that 
they would endeavour to recover what 
had been diſmembred from the Empire ; 
and that ſome - others would demand 
what. they. had. loſt. To obviate theſe 
nconveniences , the. Cardinal Mazarin, 
perſuaded thoſe that had any. cauſe of fear, 
and ſuch as deſired the. peace of the Em- 
jre,, that it. were fit they. ſhould. unite 
more cloſely, and engage to defend each 
other mutually, in caſe they ſhould hap- 
ren to be moleſted in the poſſeſſions of 
what the Treaty had adjudged to them. 
Ten or. twelve. Princes, as well Eccleſia- 
ficks as. Seculars , and of all Religions al- 
bowed in the Empire, entred into this 
League. And. every one. having taxed. 
himſelf proportionably to his forces, they 
to this purpoſe.deſigned to have abour 
ive and twenty thouſand men, under the. 
conduct of the Prince of Salmes, and of 
Count Holach. The Emperour, to whom. 
this thing was highly diſtaſtfull, endea-.- 
rour'd to diſlolve them, and not being 
abie to compaſs the ſame, he id rokeees | 
to turn it to his own advantage. To-: 
this effect, finding he was now threatned 
with a War by the. Turk, he. remonſtras 
ted the approaching danger, .and deſired 
tliole Troops might be employed for the. 

H 5 defence. 
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defence of the Empire. The Confederates 
conſented thereto, upon condition they 
ſhould be ſworn to none but themſelves, 
nor ſhould be employed againſt any but 
the common enemy. On the contrary, 
his Meiefs deſiring they ſhould obey him 
abſolutely, and that they ſhould let him 
have them without any conditions ; the 
buſineſs lingred ſo long, that they arrived 
very late in Hangary. They were then 
under the command of Wolfavwg Fulins 
Count of Hollac, and made a ſeparate 
body from the Emperour's, and thoſe be- 
longing to the Empire. Whence you may 
judge, that although the greater part of 
thoſe that compofed this League were 
German Princes, they were however cet- 
ſed as ſomewhat dittering from the body 
of the Germans ; becauſe ſeveral Stran- 
gers ſigned to it, and contributed to their 
maintenance ; or becauſe rhe two Kings, 
who were parties concerned, had more 
Power than all the reſt of the Confede- 
rates together. | 
P. Now ſpeak of the forces the Vizer 
employed againſt us at that time, and 
how it came to paſs that ſtorm was not 
diverted by a conclufion of the Treary 
that was then on foor ? 


G. That 
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G. That I may anſwer your queſtion 
in one entire. diſcourſe, you muſt know, 
That the Turk having reſolved to cut us 
out work, he ſent his Grand. Vizier into 
Hungary, who arrived at Be/grade the 8:h 
of Fune. The Baron de Gois Ambaſſador 
from his Imperial Majeſty, came thither 
the pay after; and the eighteenth he was 
conducted into the preſence of the /;zter. 
He had then on his left hand two of his 
Brothers, on his right the Mufti, and a- 
bout his Perion near two hundred Offcers. 
In this firſt audience, the Baren having 
made his Complement to the YV:zzer, he 
told him, he was come thither to conclude 
the Treaty that had been begun betwixt 
him and 4ly Paſſa. They let him know 
that it was too late, and that they wou! 
think further on it when they were upon 
our Frontiers. The Baron repied, . they 
were then to blame to make him come 
thither., that he could not underſtand 
why they refuſed to conclude it , that 
they ſhou!d meet with greater difficulties 
when the War was begun : And that 
God would puniſh thoſe who ſhould be 
the cauſe of ſhedding innocent blood. 
The Grand Vizier anſwer'd, that he. had 
weighed thaſe reaſons very maturely be- 
Ing at Cenſtantinople ; and. that in caſe 
they. 
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they would ther. have conſented, to what 


they now offer'd , he ſhould not have . 


undertaken that journey. Neither would 
he hear any thing of the Treaty of T hemi/- 
var, and made great complaints againſt 
thoſe that had broken the peace. Upon 
which. the Baron faid, thoſe things had 
been urged before, and that they were 
fully anſwered. This is what paſſed at 
the firſt audience. To which the /V:zier 
added, that the. Baron might yet ſend an 
Expreſs to Vienna, and affure the Empe- 
rour, that if he would lay down that ſum 
of money he would demand, evacuateall 
the places he yer held in Tranſilvania, 
chat of Zekelheid in Hungary , and raze 
the Fort Serini , there might be ſome 
means of making a Peace: 

P. I fanfie that by this propoſition the 


Vizier intended to amuſe the: Imperialiſts, 


and that the Turk was not. advancedinto 
Hungary , with an Army of ſeventy thou- 
ſand Men, and an hundred and thirty 
pieces of Cannon, togo back again with- 
out ſtriking one blow. 

G. I believe ſo too, and do not think 
that an. Officer, how great ſoever in me- 
rit and' reputation, durſt have taken any 
reſolutions contrary to thoſe his Maſter 
had preſcribed him; The Army wy 
ore

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fore: began to file away :27on the 11th of 


I Fune in the year 1663. And this was 


done with ſo much pomp, that one would 
have judged it to confiſt of two hundred 
thouſand fighting men. 'The noiſe of the 
Camels, the Horſes, and the Mules, the 
ratling of the Drums and Timbals, and the 
found of their Trumpets, laſted both day 
and night till che eighteenth of the ſame 
month. The Officers moved ſlowly, and 
although ſome or other marched ever 
day, they were-moſt of them Baſ/a's wit 
their equipage, which being magnificent, 
made a ſtately ſhow, and appeared grear 
to admiration. In fine, the 4gs of the 
Fanizaries parted the fifteenth with four 
thouſand of his companions, and- was 
followed by the reſt of the Army till the 
eighteenth, at which time the Grand V;- 
zier went on his way, with a moſt royal 
magnificence. He ſent a thoufand' foot 
before him, with each a led'horſe or two 
in their hands. After theſe marcked the 
Spabi- Alagarſi, who is General of thoſe 
Gentlemen that ſerve on horſeback, prece- 
ded by- his great Srandard, and followed 
by ſix hundred Spabi-Edel:, who are the 
moſt valiant of” all' Zurky, having their 
Cornets very prettily adorned. Theſe 
wers followed by a long Staff, at the top 
EP whereof 
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whereof was a large braſs button, from 
whence hung down a Hor/e-rtail. Soon 
after were ſeeentwo great Guidcns,which 
they carried before theV:zier's Brothers, 
and other Perſons of Quality and com- 
mand, who were accompanied by ſeven 
hundred Haſvadars, or Valets, moſt of 
them covered with Coats of Mail, from 
the crown ofthe head,down tothe knees. 
At laſt the Grand Vizier's Enſigns and 
Guidons marched, and were immediate- 
ly followed: by ſixteen led Horſes, with 
Saddles and Houſins embroider'd with 
Gold, and Precious Stones. The Grooms 
that led them, had Cloath of Gold Veſts, 
and Breeches of Crimfon Velvet. Eight 
of the Viz:er's Footmen had the like cloa- 
thing, and he wentin the midſt of theſe, 
accompanied by two Fanizaries, wearing 
upom his head a Twxrban of great price. 
After the V:izier came the Roſevendy, or 
great Chanceller ; the Teſdatir, or Com: 
miſſary General, and ſome other of the 
principal Officers of the Army : The 
Gentlemen of the Chamber, all young Fel- 
lows of twenty or thirty years, coverd 
with Jacquets : Six hundred Ha /vadars, 
forty Cimbaiiſts and Traumpeters ; 1Wwo 
bundred. ordigary Hork-men, and: three- 
{core Horſes, that carried the Grand V+ 
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vier's Tents and Pavillions. With this mag- 

nificent and dreadfull train, hearrived at 

Bukovar the four and twentieth ; and 

there he was informed by the 4g2 whom 

he had ſent to the Chamof Tartary, that 

inſtead of fourſcore thouſand men he had 

promiſed, he would ſend ten thoufand, 

under the conduct. of his Son. Theex- 
cuſe he made for not keeping his/ word 
was, that the white Tartars and the My 
covite:, had made ſome incurſions into his 
Countrey, which oblig2d him to keep 
his men for rhe defence of his Frontzers. 
Two days after he got to E/eck, where 
he ſojourned eight or ten days, waiting 
for ſuch as were to joyn him. At laſt he 
paſſed the Bridge, which is above twelve 
thoufand paces in length, and arrived at 
Buda the fifteench of 7uly. There it was, 
that after they had held divers Councils, 
the Siege of Newhuſel was refolved, and 
the ſeventh of Auguſt the place was invel- 
ted. Fhree thouſand men whom the 
Counts Forgats, Palfi, and the Marquis 
Pi, commanded to ſurprize the Enemy, 
fell ntotheir Nets, and were maſlacred, 
and taken Priſoners. And the place was 
© cloſely begirt, that they were: farced 
to capitulate, and ſurrender upon. com- 
poſition the 18, of Seprember, inthe ſame 
year. P., The 
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P. The defeating of that great fally, 
did without doubt, ſo much weaken the 
Garriſon; as cauſed the loſs of the place. 

G, It is probable they might have held. 
outlonger : but there being no relief to 
be expected, they muſt in fine, have been. 
compelld to ſubmit to their Enemies. 
They endured three affaults, wherein the 
Turks were vigorouſly repulſed. Howe: 
ver the Count Forgats their. Governour 
was conhn'd, and accuſed for not having, 
done his duty in that Siege. But I be- 
lieve it was more his unhappineſs,. than 
his Crime, that loſt it : It was reported 
here, when this ſtrong Fortreſs was taken, 
that the Officers were young, and with- 
out experience. And on the contrary the 
Vizier was a Perſon about the Age of five 
and thirty, active, and diligent inhis ex- 
peditions, skilfull in the Mathematicks, 
of an heroick courage; and who was day. 
and night in the Trenches, both to en: 
courage his Soldiers, and to ſhew them 
a brave example. This place being taken, 
he cauſed ſeven pieces of Cannon. to ve 
fired in token of V;&ory. And having 
ſent one of his Brothers tro the . Port, to 
carry the news of it to the Grand Seignior, 
he began to repair the Breaches ; and 
then retired, to. prepare himſelf for rhe 
next 
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next Campagne. This loſs awakened the 
Empire, which ſeemed to have lain aſleep, 
ad the Diet having been called at Razz/- 
lm, ſome of the Princes appeared there 
n Perſon, the reſt by their Ambaſſadors. 
There was the magnificence of our Ger- 
neny to be ſeen : For although the Em- 
jrour had deſired the Porentates to come 
without any pomp, yet nothing appeared 
but what was brave and ſtately, Divers 
od Officers came to offer their Swords to 
the Emperour. And thoſe Princes who were 
ho ſtrangers to the ſmell of Gunpowder 
weſented themſelves to command the o- 
ther. The Number. and merit of the 
metenders did as much puzzle his Majeſty 
n the liberty of his choice, as the great 
rariety of Flowers in Summer does the 
Ladies in a curious Garden. He muſt 
towever reſolve, and chuſe Comman- 
ders for the new Bodies they were going 
to raiſe. The Emperour who hadalready 
three Armies under the conduct of the 
Counts de Serini, Montecuculi and Souches, 
deſired to make them more capable to 
indertake ſomewhat extraordinary. To 
this end, without changing the inferiour 
Officers, and leaving the Sovereign com- 
mand to theſe Counts, he joyned with 
them Phi/ip Prince Palatine of the wn. 
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of Sultzbac, and Count Spar, perſons offgy 
merit and great reputation. "The firſt 1

upon this occaſion ſhewed ſo many proofs 
of his courage, that it may juſtly be ſaid, 
he made thoſe Lorrain Princes live again, 
who other-while conquer'd the Eaſt, as 
alſo the Duke of Merczur, who in the be- 
ginning of this Age was admired for his 
actions at the retreat of Cani/ia, and the 
raking of Alba-Regalis, The Princes of 
Rohan and Soubize, having a thouſand 
Predeceſlors to imitate, made it appear 
in this ſervice, that if the Dukes whoſe 
names they bear, knew how to defend 
the Proteſtants whilſt they lived, they 
were no leſs forward to expoſe their lives 
for the defence of Chri/t:anity againſt the 
Infidels, The Dukz of Briſac, remem- 
bring the reputation of the Mareſchals de 
Caſje and Briſac his Anceſtors, ſpared nei- 
ther his body or heart to purſue their 
race, and gain the Crown of Honour. 


The Count de Sault, and the Marquiſſes de 


Kagny and Canaples demonſtrated the ar- 
dent deſire they had to equal the merit 
of the Conſtable Duke de Leſdiguieres, the 
Mareſbal's de Crequy, the Lords de Pontdor- 
»y, and an infinite more of their ilJuſtri- 
ous Predeceſſors, which puſhed and /purr'd 
them on in the way of Military Vertue. 
The Duke of Bouillon, and the Count 4 
Auvergne his Brother, attracted by the 

exainples 
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examples of their Brother and their Un- 
cle, as well asof the famous Godfrey, who 
filled all Ezrope with admiration in the 
year 1096. did ſo ſignalize themſelves, 
that if they do not Reign in Feruſalem, 
as their An:eſtors,they ſhall at leaſt Reign 
in the hearts of thoſe that were Spectators 
of their proweſs, and know the laudable 
ambition they have, toequal the ancient 
Counts of Bologna, Naſſaw, Berg, and the 
Princes of Orange. The Count de Selle, 
the Chevalier de St. Aignan, the Marquis 
de Caſteinau, together with all the other 
French Noblemen, who made up abour 
two thouſand Horſe, remembring they 
had for their King, and for their Patron 
Lewzs the victorious, made it fully ap- 
pear, ſome by their noble deaths, the 
reſt by their Heroick exploits they were 
reſolved to tear the wreaths of Lawrel 
out of the V:zier's hands, or fall in the 
gallant attempt. In fine, thoſe Auxi/:a- 


ries that Monarch ſent us, under the con- 


duct of the Count de Coligny, and the 
Leiutenant Generals Bodevis and Gaſſion, 


contributed highly to thoſe Victories we 


have obtained : and one may affirm there 
was not that private Souldier amongſt 
them, that had not been a Commander; 
nor one Captain that had not a great deal 
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of experience ; Infomuch, that this ſmall 
body, who might have furniſhed Officers 
for an Army of hfty thouſand men, had 
a great ſhare inthe advantages we gained 
upon the Turks in that Campagne, and 
the renowned actions of the Count de Co 
ligny, have acquired him a reputation ſuf: 
ficient to make him famous in Hiſtory, as 
well as an Andelot, an Admiral, a Francis, 
and a Gaſpard his Anceſtours. 

P. I do not doubt bur all theſe valiant 
perſons did ſufficiently exerciſe the cou- 
rage of the Grand Vizaer. 

G. The havock they made amongſt all 
the Ottoman troops,, having cover'd the 
earth with their braveſt Spah:, and paſſed 
the Raab upon the carcaſles of the ſtout: 
eſt 7anizaries, brought ſuch a conſterna- 
tion amongſt them, and did fo quell the 
heat of the Grand Vizier's courage, that 
fearing a mutiny, which might have cot 
him his head, he then fought for nothing 
but how to obtain a Peace that might be 
honourable for him, and uſefull ro his 
Maſter, The Emperour, on whom for- 
tune had looked favourably, fearing her 
wheel might turn, and ſhe might frown 
again, conſented to the Grand V:izer's re- 
queſt ; and contrary to the ſentiments of 
the Swordmm, agreed to his A423 "K 
P:- Mt; 
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P. Sir, I am thus far pretty well infor- 
med how things went in this ſuccesfull 
Campagne, but as you have related it in 
groſs , I ſhall loſe a great deal of the 
pleaſure it would be to me, unleſs you 
would now relate the great action , 
wherein the Turk was defeated, more 
minute and particularly. 

G. If you can have ſo much patience, 
I will doe it puncuually, in the following 
Relation, 
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A Relation of the Campagne in 
Hungary : And the Battels 
of Kermam, and Saint Got- 
tard, between the German 
and Confederate Forces, and 
the Turk's Army. 


Alſo the Articles of Agreement, made 
betwixt the Emperour and the 
Grand Seignior. 


H E French King having promiſed to 
Count Strozz4t that number of Men 

he had deſired in the name of the Empe- 
reur, to aſſiſt at this Campagne againſt the 
Turk , ſome of his Infantry, who were 
marched into Provence, upon another de- 
ſign, and ſome Cavalry at that time in 
Modena and Parma, under the conduct 
of Monſieur de Ia Fueillade, had orders to 
march into Germany forthwith. The 
Emperour had the preceding year wee 
oy 
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City of Newheuſel in upper Hungary, and 
had ſeen that Province plundred , and 
deſtroyed by Fire and tne Orroman Sword, 
whilſt himſelf was not able to defend ir. 
So that judging he ſhould not be in a 
capacity to make good this Campagne a- 
gainſt ſuch numerous forces, nor avoid 
the fatal conſequences of the ſtorm that 
threatned him, he went perſonally to 
the Diet of Rati5hin , to reſolve with the 
Elestors , what means they might beſt 
take to preſerve the Empire from the ap- 
proaching Canger : ſoon after this Der, 
there were levies made all over Germany, 
and the French King, as Count of Alſatia, 
obliged himſelſto furniſh eight Companies, 
and forty Cornets of Horſe, which were 
to make up a body of ſix rhouſand Men, 
to be defraid during the whole Campagne 
at the expence of his Majeſty. The Count 
de Celigny had the command of them, and 
under him de /a Futillade, and Bodwis 
Marcſhal de Camp. 

All the young Gentlemen about the 
Court ſtrove to be taken into this ſervice, 
ſome to pleaſe rhe King, others out of 
their inchn#tion, and a third fort from 
the example of the. former, which was 
now become ſuch a kind of neceſſity, the 
younger ſort could hardly decline it. 
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Coligny arrived at Metz the 25th of 

April, where the Horſe, and thoſe that 
went Voluntiers in this expedition, waited 
for him. 

All theſe were divided into ten Squa- 
drons, and the Squadrons into four Bri- 
gades, under de Gaſſion, Desfeurneaux,and 
de Beauveze. 

They received Orders to march to- 
wards Colmar, a City in Alſatia, which 
refuſed to ſubmit to the conditions pro- 
pounded to them by the Duke of Maza- 
rin, Governour of thit Province. 

Now to paſs over the particulars of 
their March, which 1s not very material, 
the Frenchcameat length near the famous 
City of Vienna, and encamped within a 
League of that place, where the ſix Re- 
giments of Piedmont, Eſpernon, Grance, 
and the reſt were joyned, and after two 
days reſpite, they went forwards. The 
Emperour being come thither to Hunt, 
and lodge near their Quarters, faw the 
faid ſix Regiments in Battalia, and rhe 
next day came again accompanied by di- 
vers perſons of quality, and his ordinary 
Guards. 

The Emperour then prefied Monſieur de 
Coligny to go and joyn the German Army, 
which lay encamped behind the Fort 


Serin, 
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Serin,. The Turks did afterwards attack © 


it, and raiſed alſo the ſiege of Cani/ia, and 
about the beginning of 7#«ly, news came 
it was taken by aſſault, though aſſiſted by 
the Imperial Army. Seven or eight hun- 
dred of the Men that were to maintain 
it-periſhed, and the greateſt part of thoſe 
that endeavour'd to retire towards the 
Bridge, which made the communication 
between the Fort and the Army were 
cut off, "This unwelcome news retarded 
their March, and it was certainly dan- 
gerous to go to Markburg, as had been 
intended, to wait for the Horſe thar 
were coming from 1:aly, and thoſe other 
that parted from us at Donaver: when 
the Foot embarqued. 

Being in. the French Army my ſelf, I 
ſhall, and cannot forbear, to call it our 
Army , for which you muſt excuſe me, 
and therefore to go on, I muſt let you 
know, that after conſultation, they chan- 
ved their former meaſures, and took their 
road by the Mountains of Styr:a towards 
Rakelsburg. We began this march upon 


the ſeventh of Fly by the Plain near - 


Neuſtadr, and the fame day paſled rhe 
River Leytha, which parts Auſtria from 
Hungary. From th.nce we went on by 
Odemburg, Which is 8 pracey large Town, 


6, and . 
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and ſo towards Furſtenfelt; a City 
tortified with fix Baſtions, but ill ſituated. 

From thence our march was very 
troubleſome through the Mountains to 
Rakelsburgh, where we arrived on the 
nine and twentieth. Ir is ſituate. in an 
Iſland, encompaſſed by the River Muer, 
towards the Plain it is fortified. with ſome 
Baſtions, and half Moons-, the Ditches 
are large, deep, and full of Water. The 
left arm of the River paſſes within a little 
diſtance of the Out-works, the right is 
nearer yet.: but the Fortifications on this 
ſide are not ſo good as the other; and 
they were. then at work 'with great dili- 
gence: and beſides, this place is comman- 
ded by a high piece of ground, within 
Muſquet-ſhor, upon which ſtands a Ca- 
ſtle, guarded by ſome Out-forts, built at 


the point. of the hill which. taces the 


Town. 

After the Turks had taken, and razed 
the. great Fort of Serini, the Imperial 
Army repalled the Auer, to draw the 
nearer to Rakel5burg , and cover the 
Countrey the moſt expoſed tothe incurſt 
ans of the enemies. 

This Movement gave Coligny the gre 
ter facility. to joyn. them, which he did 
upon the. 224 day of Fuly, ſo ſoon as he 


Was 
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was informed of the news, by Monſieur 
de Bodwvis, whom he had ſent purpoſely 
for intelligence. 

When we joyned the Army, they 
were encamped in one Line ; the Empe- 
rour's forces had the right ; thoſe of the 
Empire were in the midſt, commanded 
by the Prince of Baden ; and ſuch as be- 
longed to the Allies had the left, com- 
manded by Count Hollach ; ours poſted 
themſelves upon the left of theſe laſt. 

On the three and twentieth word was 
brought to the General Mortecuculi, that 
the Turks marched along the River -Raab 
to find an eaſie paſſage, with deſign to 
enter the Countrev. He took a reſoluti- 
on to march with all the Horſe towards 
Kermain, a little Town ſituate upon the 
River, and leave the Foot and Baggage, 
with orders to follow him in haſte. 

The ſeven and twentieth, Sperk, Ge- 
neral of the German Foot, who conducted 


them, ſent to /z Fucillade to march im- 


mediately, becauſe he had notice that the 
Enemy approached: and to confirm the 
Meſſage, he order'd ſome Vollcys of 
Cannon to be fired from their Camp art 
St. Gottard , where they arrived that 
morning. This advice obliged us tro 
leave. the Baggage with a ſlender guard, 
an 
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and haſten the march, to joyn the reſt 
of the forces at St. Gottard. 

They encamped very cloſe to avoid 
ſome hills which reigned all along the 
face of the Camp, and were of too large. 
extent to be poſſeſſed by the Infantry of 
three Armies. 

Our Troops had the left of the Camp, 
which was on the Enemies ſide. The 
nght was ſpent in making an intrench- 
ment, and by morning it was pretty wel! 
finiſhed. 

In the mean time. the City Bridges: 
were repairing, the. place. being but ſmall 
and much ruined. ts ſituation is at the: 
confluence of the Raab, and the Lawfnits.: 


but whatever diligence they uſed in ma-- 


king up the Bridges, the ſame could not: 


be compleated till the. morning of the: 


eight and twentieth. 


Then the Baggage beganto go forward, . 


and took up the pallage-for a whole day. 
The following night two thouſand: Foot 
were commanded to go and joyn: the. 
Horſe at Kermain. But ſcarce had they 
began their march, when news came, 
thac the Enemy, after they had been 
repulſed at Kermain , marched directly 
along the River to St. Gortard. 


This 
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This action was honourable to the 
French Horſe, the Turks attempting their 
paſſage in two ſeveral places directly be- 
fore them : the one being towards the 
Bridge they were repairing, and which 
was guarded by ſome Hungarians ; the 
other at a Ford below it ; and to favour 
the Tartars in this paſſage, who had un- 
dertaken it, they had cauſed a confidera- 
ble body of Fanizaries to advance to the 
brink of the River, who by their fire, 
thought to have made themſelves Ma- 
ſters. They were repulſed every where 
with great vigour, and for want of In- 
fantry to oppoſe them, there were ſome 
Horſe commanded to ſerve on Foot with 
Muſquetoons, the better to maintain this 
attack, where . the Szeur de la Chau, a 


Captain. who had the guard of the Ford, . 


with - fourſcore Maiſtres, bravely repul- 
ſzd all that endeavour to pals. 

In this combat . the Enemies loſt a P4- 
ſaw, named 1/mael, and ſome conſide- 
rable perſons - von our ſide. were flain : 
the Chevalier de Saint Aignan, and Men- 
ſieur de Chaſteau-neuf Aide de Camp , de 
Sault and de Trewille were wounded. 

The Turks after they had in vain at- 
tempted the paſlages , continued their 


march along the River , to find one 
more 
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more convenient nearer the Spring: head; 
the ſeaſon was very unfit for their deſign, 
becauſe that River running at the foot of 
the Styrian Mountains , {wells upon the 
leaſt Rains : and was now fo full by the 
ſhowers that had fallen ſome days before, 
that it was fordable in few places. 
Montecuculi ſent us notice of their march, 
which was confirmed by the burning of 
ſuch Villages as they met with in their 
way, which gave us the alarm, and ob- 
liged all the Army to make ready for the 
defence of our Camp, which was in a 
place of great diſadvantage, by reaſon of 
thoſe high grounds which commanded it. 
All the reſt of the day and night the 
Souldzers itood to their Arms, although 
the Enemies made no attempt upon us. 
The Horſe, who had taken their way 
by land, and were ſeparated from the 
Foot at Denavert, did this day joyn the 
. Army, having left part of their Baggage 
behind, to march with the greater ſpeed. 
In. the mean time the Baggage belonging 
to the Army was Yotten over the Bridges, 
and upon the nine and twentieth the 
troops began in the morning to march 
towards the Camp , which had been 
marked out on the other ſide of the Ri- 
ver, and hardly were the firſt of them 
gotten. 
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gotten» over, but the Van-guard of the 
Enemies began. to appear upon thoſe 
higher grounds before mentioned. 

General Spork, who had ſtaid in the 
Camp with the German Foot, cauſed ſome 
volleys of Cannon to be fired upon the 
moſt advanced, and afterwards retired 
to follow the reſt of the Army, the Turks 
not offering to moleſt them. 

About ten of the clock, our Horſe, 
who obſerved their march, encamped in 


ſuch a manner, that they took up the: 


ground which was oppoſite to the Ene- 
mies Camp. 

At the fame: time, they made them- 
ſelves Maſters of the River by placing 
ſtrong guards at convenient diſtances, 
which rook up the whole extent of the 
Front ; and we palled the reft of all that 
day in firing our Guns at them, without 
any great effect. 

The Turks Camp appeared to be diſ- 
poſed in two lines ; but the diſtances 
were. not equal and regular like ours.; 
ſome parts were better furniſhed: than 
others, in groſs, and without order, moſt 
of the Souldiers have Tents , painted 
green, or ſome other colour. 

The Grand Vizzer was encarnped in 
the centre, and the Fanizaries. near __ 

1s 
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His principal Tent, which glittered in: 
the Sun, appeared to be of Crimſon Silk, 
it was accompanied with many others of 
different colour'd ſtuffs, joyned by Gal- 
leries ſhut up with an encloſure of green 
ſtuff, like a Wall of ſeven or eight foot in 
height ; and round about this Park were 
an infinite number of Tents, . which for- 
med a kind of a large City in the midſt 
of that numerous Army, compoſed of 
well nigh an hundred thouſand men. 

All this might eaſily be diſcerned, be--f 
cauſe the Camps, though ſeparated by I** 
the River, were not far aſunder, and 
that of the Turks was raiſed in form ofan 
Amphitheatre upon'the hills ſide which -F. 
they had poſſeſſed. Bur, that which is 
wonderfull, is, that all theſe vaſt Buildings | 
are ſet up, or taken down in a very ſhort: 
time. 

They march ordinarily in great Bodies, 
without obſerving any regular diſtance : 
each body hath its Drum, which is very 
large, and becauſe they beat but two - 

ſtrokes at a certain long

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At the head of their greater Troops, 
they carry a world of red and white 
Enſigns, where for the moſt part they 
have a Body of Tartars, of whom they 
nake uſe to over-run and ſpoil an Ene- 
nies Countrey, and to march on the 
yings of their Army. 

They are a people fi: for thoſe expedi- 
ions, for beſhdes that they are uſed to

Our Horſe, in the mean time, who 
were advanced (as I ſaid ) before the 
Foot, charged the Turks with ſo much 
vigour, that notwithſtanding their great 
numbers, they were ſhatter'd. 'The 
movement they made by giving ground 
a little, gave the Souldiers much courage, 
and then the Foot made ſuch continual dif 
charges as put them wholly intodiforder : 
For being usd to come to handy blows 
they could not endure to ſtand againſt 
ſuch firing : And upon the ſecond charge 
of our Horſe their whole body began to 
give way, and turn their Heads toward 
the River, and the retrenchments they 
had made upon the left within forty pa- 
ces of each other. 

When they were driven into that cor- 
ner, they had no other choice, buteicher 
to make good their retrenchments , or 

fling 
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fling themſelves into the Water. This 
was the cauſe of that obſtinate reſiſtance 
they made, beſides that they were help- 
ed by their ſhot from the great retrenc':- 
ment, which raked all along from the 
other ſide of the River, whereby the 
Regiment of La Ferte, was much incom- 
moded, however they gained the re- 
trenchments on this ſide, though the laſt 
of them was defended for a long time 
by the Enemies, and that was the laſt 
effort they made in this Battel. For af- 
ter that they were totally diforder'd in 
all parts, and caſt themſelves in great 
crowds into the River, whoſe ſtream is 
very rapid, it was wholly cover'd with 
them for above an hour; the greateſt part 
were drowned, the remainders periſh'd 
by our Soldiers, who fired inceſſantly 
upon ſuch as endeavour'd to gain the 
farther ſhore, the ground being pretty 
ſteep on either ſide. 

The terrour and conſternation grew fo 
univerſal, ar laſt, in their whole Army, 
that without conſidering whether it were» 
eaſie for our "Troops to paſs the River 
and follow them, they abandoned their 
great retrenchment on the other ſide, 


, Jand the two Batteries, they had made 


there, not daring toreturn the night tol- 
lowing, 
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lowing, during which, by reaſon of the 
obſcurity and the continual rains, they 
might have carried off their Cannon, 
without the leaſt knowledgeof any one. 
The Combat laſted about four hours, 
and concluded with a conſiderable loſs on 
either hand, above fix thouſand of the 
beſt of the Turks, and the greater part of 
the youth who were near the grand Vi- 
zier, and had paſſed the River, fell in 
this Battel : and we had twelve, or fif- 
teen hundred wounded or ſlain ; amongſt 
others the Count de Mouchy a Colonel, 
and the Count of Naſſau, the Marquis 
Villeroy was wounded with an Arrow : 
The Counts de Serry and Beauveze were 
hurt, Meſſteurs de Bouillon made themſelves 
famous by their valiant performances. 
The better part of the Succeſs of this 
illuſtrious Action is owing to the French 
Nation, who though but few in Num- 
ber, and without any very conſiderable 
aſſiſtance of the Imperialiſts, were able to 
overcome an Enemy enirenched, and 
+ who had the advantages of the place. 
Who by their taking of the Fort Serm, 
had ſtruck all the German Provinces with 
tzrrour, as well as the Emperour's Army. 
The new raiſed German Regiments ran a 
way aboye two leagues from rhe Camp, 
during 
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during the fight, though they were nof 
attacked. "The Generals with the reſt of 
the troops expected the event. "Their 
baggage was loaden, and every one was 
rather conſidering how to make their ef- 
cape, than any ways to aſliſt thoſe that 
fought, and although ſuch a retreat muſt 
have been clifficult to be put in execution 
before an Enemy pufrd up with good 
Succeſs, and who doordinarily fight with 
impetuolity ; nevertheleſs the Imperia- 
liſts had a deſign of throwing up a work 
before them in haſte, from thoſe woods 
which lay near them, to the River ſide ; 
and our French to ſecure a patllage for 
themſelves upon the River of Laufnitz, 
had left the Regiment of Piedmont, to 
guard the head of the Bridge, near St. 
Godthard,, where the baggageand thereſt 
of the troops, were to pals, to get to 
Furſtenfelt. 

The defeat and rout of the Enemies, 


1 which they had ſcarce faith to believe at 


firſt, deliver'd all of us from thoſe trou- 
bles and cares, and every one was fo ſa- 
tified with this good fortune, that they 
did not ſo much as conſider, whether it 
were fit to make uſe of this advantage, 
and paſs over ſome Forces at this Ford 
which the. Enemies had abandon'd, and 
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likewiſe at St. Gedthard, to attack the 
Turkiſh Camp, where the terrour was fo 
great, that the /Vizer cauſed ſeveral prin- 
Ccipal Officers to be put to death in his 
own preſence, who notwithſtanding all 
he could urge, were preparing to tliye. 
It is moſt cercain, that if they had made 
uſe of this coniternation, as 1t was eaſie 
to have done, we might that very day 
have gained the greateſt Victory, that 
any Chriſtian Army hath obtained for a 
long time, againſt the Infidels : But they 
were ſatisfied with guarding only thoſe 
paſſes they had won with their Infantry, 
which they did all the night in great 
quietneſs, the Zyrks not' making the leaſt 
attempt to recover their Cannon they 
had left behind, in their great retrench- 
ment. During the above mentioned 
fight, the Turks had ſent ſome troops di- 
rectly over againſt the Imperial Camp» 
who were charged and defeated by Spork» 
General of the Horſe, who compelld 
them to repals the River. 


The next day, being the ſecond of 


Auguſt, the Enemy removed their Camp 
out of the Valley, and poſted themſelves 
upon the higher ground, where they 
planted their Guns, which they fired 


the whole day upon thoſe works we had 
made 
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made to ſecure the troops who guarded 
the paſlage. 

The day after they continued theſame 
thing, though the Cannon had but the 
ſame effect, and at midnight they began 
to decamp, and marched the. ſame way, 
as they came. 

Our Army did on this ſide the River, 
make the. ſame movements as they, and 
thus they marched in ſight of each other 
till the ſeventh, when the Enemies reti- 
red towards Caniſia: and there being 
great ſcarcity amongſt our men, they were 
order d to march along the. Raab, that 
they might get proviſions and forrage, 
they remained till the rwentieth in the 
Villages neighbouring to Oedemburg. 

About the end of the. Month, they 
marched towards Presburg, along the ſhore 
of the Lake. Neu/idleſee, which is ſeven 


leagues in compals, and derives 1ts naie . 


from the abundance of Fiſh taken there. 
And in the beginning of September the 
Armies being encamped near Virtembarg, 
there came News that the Enemies were 
to paſs the Danube at Gran, to enter upon 
Hungary ; this made them change the 
deſign they had concluded on to march 
along that River to the Cities of Kaas, 


' and Comorra, and to paſs afterwards over 
| a Bridge . 
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a Bridge of Boats at Presburg, and oppoſe 
their deſigns. 

They marched therefore near Hueſen 
and Tirnaw, towards the River Vagh, 
which runs near Neuheuſe/, and falls into 
the Danube above Comorra, Then did 
there come intelligence that the Turks 
had. paſſed, but none could preciſely tell 
what their reſolutions were ; it was at 
firſt believed they would befiege Lewers, 
ſituate between Newuheuſel] and Gran, 
which had been taken at the beginning of 
the Campagne by Count Souches, but in 
the end we underſtood that it was but a 
party which they had detached to.rein- 
torce Newuheuſel, and poſt themſelves be- 
hind it to hinder the beſieging it. 

A great train. of Artillery which the 
Emperour ſent to his Army, had given 
them this jealouſie: They were then 
poſted at the Mouth of the Yagh, behind 
was a Bridge on the Danube to paſs into 
the Ifland of Schur, where the Forces 
under Count Souches were encamped. 
This re-inforcement made them delibe- 
Tate to go and attack the Turks in their 
Polt, and ſeveral days were vainly ſpent 
in theſe deliberations, there being always 
{m2 obſtacie or other that hindred the 
£X2Cution, and as if there had been ſome 
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conteſts between Count Montecucul:, and 
the Commanders of the French Forces, 
who ſuffer'd very much after the Battel, 
and demanded proviſions with great ear- 
neſtneſs: It was perceived that this Traliar 
General, ſubtile no doubt, but of that ſort 
of ſubtilty ordinary in thoſe of his Nati- 
on, and fitter for the Cabinet Coun, 
than at the head of an Army, intended 
nuthing leſs, than to march againſt the 
Enemy, and who affected that pretence 
ſo much, only becauſe he ſaw the Army 
ſo haraſſed and weather-beaten, that 
thereby he might in fome ſort diminiſh 
the honour they had acquired at St. 
Godthard, by the reproaches he made, 
that we were the cauſe of hindring that 
deſign; he indeed nobly propoſed it the 
firſt, though he had no mind to pur it in 
practiſe, as being aſlured that a Treaty 
of Peace was then on foot, which had 
for ſome time been ſecretly managed for 
his Maſter : Burt the better to conceal his 
intentions he had marched towards the 
head of the/agh, making a ſhow as if he 
would draw nearer the Enemy, for that 
purpoſe, The French Troops being il] 
guided in this march, found themſelves 
upon the two and twentieth within five 
little leagues of Newheuſe], and diſtant 
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from the reſt of the Army above two, 


in danger of being ſurprized, becauſe the 
River that lay before them was fordable 
in many places, and the miſtake. was 
not found out till towards noon. Mox- 
freur de Coligny being fallen ſick, and car- 
ried to Tirnau : Monſieur de Is Fueilladein 
his abſcence cauſed them forthwith to 
march off, and rejoyn the groſs of the 
Army, the Turks not having attempted 
any thing upon us: They had ſome few 
days before, defeated a party of German 
Horſe, and by the return of ſome of thoſe 
Priſoners we firſt heard the News of the 
Peace in the Camp, and the Ceſſation of 
Arms was proclaimed upon the thirtieth 


of September, the conditions thereof were. 


as follows.
